The  George  Polis  Collection  of 
U.S.  Colonial  Coins 

George  Polis  graduated  from  George- 
town University  in  1951  and  the  University 
of  Maryland  School  of  Medicine  in  195^ 
After  completing  his  internship  he  served 
for  two  years  as  a Medical  Officer  in  the  U.S. 
Navy  with  the  6‘*’  Fleet.  Upon  completion  of 
his  residency  program  in  medicine  he  mar- 
ried Angela  Anastasiadis  of  Yorkville,  Ohio 
in  1961.  They  have  been  blessed  with  four  wonderful  children  and 
their  spouses:  Dr.  Nicholas  and  Ruth  Polis,  Karen  Polis,  Esq.,  John  and 
Stephanie  Polis,  James  and  Suzanne  Polis,  and  five  grandchildren. 

For  the  past  forty-six  years  Dr.  Polis  has  been  active  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  has  performed  medical  services  for  the  Department 
of  State  as  well  as  for  the  Department  of  Defense. 

His  coin  collecting  began  in  1956  and  he  soon  realized  that  the 
early  American  coins  and  their  varieties  were  the  most  interesting.

The  Cinclair  Family  Collection  of  U.S.  Gold  Coins  represents 
a truly  remarkable  opportunity  for  those  that  demand  complete 
originality.  This  "virgin"  hoard  contains  over  fifty  coins  that  have 
not  seen  the  light  of  day  in  over  150  years. 

With  dates  spanning  a roughly  two  decade  period  from  1834  to 
1854,  the  contents  of  this  collection  have  been  closely  held  by  the 
same  family  since  that  time.  Having  not  been  disturbed  in  any  way

The  Rocky  Mountain  Collection 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Collection,  to  be  found  in  both  the  Gund 
Collection  and  the  Americana  Sale  catalogues,  is  the  result  of  decades 
of  study  and  collecting  by  an  individual  who  brought  an  inquiring 
mind,  persistence  and  a fine  sense  of  artistic  quality  to  his  quest.  In 
the  broad  field  of  world  medallic  art,  he  pursued  the  medallic  art 
of  the  great  German  medalist  Karl  Goetz. 

In  the  multi-faceted  world  of  American  medallic  sculpture,  he 
searched  out  the  most  significant  original  artists'  models,  galvanos, 
foundry  casts  and  struck  medals  of  such  renowned  sculptors  as 
Robert  Aitken,  Laura  Cardin  Fraser,  Charles  Keck,  R.  Tait  McKenzie, 
Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  Trygve  Rovelstad,  John  R.  Sinnock,  A.A.  Weinman 
and  many  more. 

Topics  of  interest  to  this  collector  included  George  Washington, 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  as  well  as  avia- 
tion, Expositions  and  political  events.  An  amazing  number  of  the 
lots  contain  unique  items,  the  desirable  one-of-a-kind  works  of  art 
that  most  collectors  can  only  dream  about. 

Many  of  these  demonstrate  the  capabilities  of  John  Roy  Sinnock

1947).  Sinnock  is  known  to  American  coin  collectors  for  his  design 
of  the  1926  Sesquicentennial  Gold  Quarter  Eagle  and  the  1948

as  a Renaissance  artist  whose  other  medallic  sculptures  range  from 
award  medals  for  the  Geological  Society  of  America  to  the  Jubilee 
of  the  Hoover  Vacuum  Cleaner  and  U.S.  Mint  Medals  of  President 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt. 

Few  items  can  compete  with  Trygve  Rovelstad's  hand-made 
copy  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Life  Mask  made  in  1860  of  the  very 
rare  Relic  Plaque  of  the  U.S.S.  Maine,  presented  to  families  of  sailors 
who  went  down  with  the  American  battleship  in  Havana  harbor  on 
Feb.  15, 1898.  Careful  reading  of  these  catalogues  will  show  it  to  be 
a historical  record  of  a great  collecting  effort  and  a record  of  many 
stirring  events  in  U.S.  and  world  history.

The  Carson  City  Mint  opened  in  1870  for  coinage,  in  prior  years  gold  bullion  was  shipped  to  San  Francisco  for 
coinage,  but  the  theory  was  believed  that  bullion  shipments  were  subject  to  robbery  and  thus  another  branch  mint 
should  be  opened  near  the  Comstock  Mines.  Once  accomplished,  the  Carson  City  Mint  struck  limited  quantities 
of  gold  and  silver,  and  had  become  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  branch  mints  as  several  key  date  rarities  were 
produced  and  any  collection  with  a run  of  these  is  always  fiercely  contested  when  it  crosses  the  auction  block. 

A die  file  mark  is  present  extending  left  from  the  upper  left  peak  of  Liberty's  coronet.  On  the  reverse  die  file 
lines  are  present  from  the  rim  crossing  through  TED,  and  a raised  die  lump  is  seen  within  the  top  of  the  R of 
AMERICA.  Another  tiny  die  marker  is  a raised  line  from  the  base  of  the  S of  TRUST  down  to  the  ribbon  border 
below.  This  date  is  all  but  unobtainable  in  Uncirculated  grades  and  finding  an  1870-CC  this  nice  represents  a 
triumph  for  the  numismatist.

5179  1871-CC  EF-45  (NGC).  Toned  with  traces  of  copper  particularly  around  the  rims,  which  sparkles  with  the  lustre 
in  the  fields.  The  strike  is  average  for  this  date,  with  a hint  of  softness  on  the  eagle's  neck,  but  Liberty's  curls  are 
all  sharp.  Light  wear  on  the  back  of  Liberty's  head  defines  the  grade,  and  the  eagle  shows  strong  definition  with 
wear  only  on  the  tips  of  the  feathers  and  leading  edge  of  his  w'ings.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean  for  a Carson 
City  coin  with  just  enough  wear  to  soften  and  blend  the  minor  handling  marks  acquired  at  the  time  of  coining  and 
shipping.  For  identification  purposes  two  pinpoint  pits  are  found  one  below  the  E of  STATES  the  other  is  found 
below  the  final  S of  that  word. 

It  is  interesting  to  confirm  that  this  reverse  die  was  used  to  coin  the  1870-CC  Half  eagle,  as  this  has  the  same 
telltale  die  markers.  The  die  line  is  still  present  cro.ssing  through  the  T of  UNITED,  fainter  lines  through  ED  and  the 
heavy  die  gouge  is  present  below  the  S of  TRUST  to  the  ribbon  border.  Dies  were  generally  used  until  they  wem 
worn  out,  except  for  the  obverses,  which  in  theory  were  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  once  the  year  had  changed. 
The  present  coin  is  in  the  middle  range  of  those  known  in  terms  of  wear  and  will  likely  be  judged  finer  by  most 
experts.  The  surfaces  are  cleaner  than  expected,  and  is  it  apparent  that  the  present  example  was  put  away  a decade 
ago  which  is  confirmed  by  our  consignors  notes.

5180  1872-CC  AU-50  (PCGS).  A remarkable  specimen  of  this  rare  date,  the  Carson  City  Mint  reports  16,980  were  coined 
of  which  perhaps  150-200  survive.  Of  the  survivors,  none  have  been  seen  in  Uncirculated  grades.  Therefore,  finding 
a coin  in  attractive  About  Uncirculated  grades  is  the  best  collector  can  hope  for.  This  particular  coin  retains  a fair 
amount  of  lustre  in  the  fields  and  has  very  clean  surfaces.  A few  random  hairlines  are  present,  as  alw'ays  seen  on 
circulated  gold.  For  identification  purposes  there  is  a short,  minor  scratch  on  the  outside  of  the  first  star  in  the  field 
near  the  rim,  a two  notch  adding  mark  on  the  high  curl  between  the  tip  of  Liberty's  nose  and  the  T of  LIBERIA, 
and  on  the  reverse  by  a tiny  tick  near  the  base  of  the  V in  FIVE.  No  rim  problems  or  distracting  marks  are  present 
and  this  coin  has  splendid  eye  appeal.  In  absolute  terms  this  one  may  be  in  the  top  dozen  known,  if  all  could  be 
gathered  and  compaad,  as  their  is  ver\'  little  actual  wear  on  the  high  points,  and  this  one  is  placed  in  an  older 
green  label  PCGS  holder.  Given  the  declining  state  of  standards,  it  is  probable  the  present  coin  will  be  resubmitted 
for  a more  current  opinion  to  more  accurately  reflect  its  true  stature  in  the  Carson  Cit>’  census.

A beautiful  example  of  this  date, 
with  traces  of  lustre  near  the  rims  and  devices,  and  the  color 
is  an  attractive  dark  orange-gold.  Clean  surfaces  are  the  rule, 
although  close  examination  finds  a couple  of  shallow  hair- 
lines and  scattered  nicks,  none  are  singularly  distracting  or 
noteworthy.  Rather  well  struck,  with  good  definition  on  the 
eagle's  neck  and  all  of  Liberty's  curls.  Scrutiny  of  the  rim  will 
find  traces  of  darker  toning  on  the  reverse.  For  identification 
purposes,  there  is  a tiny  nick  on  Liberty's  chin  below  her  lips, 
and  two  minor  planchet  streaks-one  between  18,  the  other 
at  the  base  of  the  1 of  LIBERTY.  A die  scratch  present  on  all 
coins  struck  by  this  obverse  extends  from  the  lower  left  serif 
of  the  R of  LIBERTY  to  the  curls  below  I,  and  extends  to  the 
right  more  faintly  over  TY  and  well  beyond  into  Liberty's 
curls.  A similar  faint  die  scratch  is  present  on  Liberty's  neck 
below  her  lovelock  tip  and  extends  in  a horizontal  arc  across 
most  of  her  neck.  On  the  reverse  die  the  mintmark  is  slightly 
high  (higher  than  the  1872-CC)  with  the  serif  of  the  first  C 
directly  below  left  tip  of  the  arrow  feather  above.  No  die  lines 
or  lumps  are  seen  on  the  reverse. 

This  is  the  second  rarest  Carson  City  half  eagle  behind  the 
1870-CC.  In  all  grades  the  1873-CC  is  elusive,  with  perhaps 
100-150  known  in  all  grades.  This  from  a meager  mintage 
of  7,416  pieces,  which  all  entered  circulation.  To  date  three 
examples  have  been  certified  in  lower  mint  state  grades,  two 
of  those  just  below  the  Choice  category  which  are  currently 
regarded  as  the  finest  available.  Expect  a battle  for  this  coin 
as  it  was  put  away  nearly  10  years  ago,  and  will  likely  find 
favor  in  the  revisionist  grading  climate  pervasive  today.

Here  is  a coin  with  booming  eye 
appeal  and  strong  lustre  in  the  fields.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp 
for  the  issue  with  full  curls  on  Liberty  and  all  the  feathers 
clear  on  the  eagle,  even  the  talons  are  sharp.  The  wear  is 
minimal  on  the  high  points  with  separation  remaining  on  the 
curls  at  the  back  of  Liberty's  head  as  well  as  her  bun.  Clean 
fields  and  surfaces  for  the  grade,  with  most  of  the  lustre  intact 
and  readily  apparent  when  examined.  For  identification  there 
is  a cluster  of  nicks  hidden  on  the  upper  reverse,  portions 
on  the  right  ribbon  end  of  the  Motto,  others  at  the  base  of 
OF.  Lightly  clashed  dies  with  a hint  of  an  arrow  extending 
from  Liberty's  head  above  her  bun,  on  the  reverse  the  top  of 
her  head  is  outlined  above  the  denomination,  another  trace 
below  the  eagle's  head  in  the  field. 

In  terms  of  condition,  two  coins  have  merited  grades  of 
MS-62  by  PCGS,  none  at  NGC  of  this  date.  Perhaps  30-40  are 
known  that  are  the  equal  or  slightly  finer  than  the  present 
coin.  Of  importance  to  specialists  this  coin  is  housed  in  a 
PCGS  holder  with  a green  insert. 

Diagnostics  include  a tiny  die  lump  at  the  top  of  Liberty's 
nose,  nearly  touching  her  forehead,  and  on  the  reverse 
be  faint  nearly  horizontal  die  lines  crossing  through  IT  of 
UNITED.

1875-CC  MS-63  (NGC).  One  of  the  highlights  of  this  phenomenal  collection  and  a coin  which  is  almost  certainly 
the  finest  known  of  the  date.  The  surfaces  retain  ample  mint  bloom  and  are  bathed  in  rich  coppery-gold  toning  over 
lustre.  The  strike  is  reasonably  sharp  on  the  obverse,  although  the  reverse  shows  minor  weakness  on  the  eagle's 
neck.  As  expected  for  the  grade,  the  surfaces  are  attractive  and  close  examination  finds  no  deep  or  distracting 
signs  of  handling.  For  identification  there  is  a dull  nick  on  Liberty's  truncation  above  the  right  point  of  the  7 and 
a shallow  nick  just  left  of  the  upper  left  point  of  the  seventh  star.  On  the  reverse  a flurry  of  tiny  nicks  are  found 
near  the  wing  below  the  first  A of  AMERICA  and  a shallow  broken  scratch  skips  through  a couple  of  feathers  on 
the  eagle's  thighs  about  in  the  middle  of  each.  An  old  copper  spot  has  taken  up  residence  at  the  base  of  the  A in 
STATES. 

In  terms  of  rarity,  the  1875-CC  is  typical  of  the  period  with  11,828  reportedly  struck.  With  historical  accuracy 
we  know  that  the  vast  majority  entered  circulation  and  precious  few  survived  in  grades  as  high  as  AU-50.  Mint 
State  coins  are  extremely  rare,  and  the  present  example  is  the  finest  seen  by  two  grade  points  over  the  other  certi- 
fied Mint  State  example.  Eor  any  Carson  City  specialist,  the  present  coin  represents  a unique  opportunity  which 
may  not  soon  be  repeated.  This  coin  was  purchased  by  our  consignor  over  9 years  ago,  and  the  market  climate 
has  changed  substantially  since  that  time. 

The  diagnostics  present  include  a die  file  line  crossing  through  the  second  star  into  the  field,  another  is  found 
skirting  the  dentils  above  the  sixth  star.  On  the  reverse  the  second  C of  the  mintmark  is  low,  and  a faint  die  line 
connects  the  top  of  the  final  A in  AMERICA  to  the  D of  FIVE  D through  the  larger  bullet  or  stop  between  those 
words.  No  trace  of  doubling  is  seen  on  FIVE  D. 

To  date  the  two  primary  grading  services  have  seen  two  examples  of  this  date  that  merit  a Mint  State  grade,  one  is  graded  MS-61  (NGC), 
and  this  coin  which  is  clearly  finer  is  MS-63  (NGC).  Others  are  known  in  various  About  Uncirculated  grades,  and  this  date  is  challenging 
enough  to  find  that  nice.

An  exciting  example  for  the  special- 
ist which  is  not  only  technically  finer  than  the  vast  majority  of 
survivors,  but  has  attractive  coppery-gold  tints  in  the  fields. 
Well  struck  on  the  devices,  save  for  the  eagle's  neck  which  has 
minor  softness  typical  of  the  issue.  The  surfaces  are  average 
with  bagmarks  attendant  to  a coin  which  circulated  briefly. 
For  identification  purposes  there  is  a small  tick  above  the 
top  of  Liberty's  coronet,  another  inside  of  star  twelve.  On  the 
reverse  by  a shallow  horizontal  scratch  nearly  touching  the 
motto  ribbon  end.  For  this  Centennial  year  issue,  the  present 
coin  is  one  of  the  finer  examples  to  survive  behind  a stellar 
Gem  at  the  top  of  the  scale.

As  to  the  surfaces,  the 
fields  and  devices  show  the  standard  circulation  nicks  from 
handling,  but  are  not  deep  in  nature.  The  strike  is  sharp  on 
Liberty  and  the  eagle,  but  two  small  areas  on  the  rims  show 
softness  on  the  denticles,  one  near  the  second  star,  the  other 
between  stars  nine  and  ten  and  on  the  corresponding  section 
of  the  reverse.  For  identification  a pair  of  nicks  are  found 
above  and  surrounding  star  eleven. 

From  the  original  mintage  of  8,680  pieces  them  am  perhaps 
200  known  in  all  grades,  the  pm'sent  example  is  a’rtainly  one 
of  the  finer  examples  known,  and  is  housc'd  in  an  older  NGC 
holder  which  was  purchast'd  by  our  consignor  in  July  1994. 
Them  is  very  little  actual  wear  on  the  high  points  and  it  is  likely 
the  prL*sent  coin  will  move  up  a notch  or  two  when  evaluak-d  by 
the  experts  in  the  modem  science  of  certified  numismatics.

There 
are  traces  of  lustre  in  the  protected  areas  and  examination  will  discern  that  little  wear  has  actually  taken  place 
as  the  uppermost  curls  near  Liberty's  temple  and  the  back  of  her  head  show  mom  separation  than  expected  for 
the  current  grade.  Clean  surfaces  with  a scattering  of  minor  ticks,  and  for  identification  there  is  a tiny  edge  nick 
across  from  the  outer  point  of  the  twelfth  star,  and  a short  scratch  on  the  right  side  of  the  eagle's  neck  reaching 
to  the  top  few  lines  of  the  shield.

Fully  struck  on  the  devices  and  at  most  a whisper  of  wear  is  seen  on  Liberty's  nose  and 
the  back  of  her  hair  bun.  Similarly  the  eagle's  feathers  are  bold  and  any  wear  present  is  subject  to  further  review. 
Rich  orange-gold  lustre  throughout  and  the  surfaces  are  far  finer  than  usually  encountered  even  for  this  grade.  For 
identification,  there  is  a tiny  planchet  flaw  just  below  Liberty's  hair  bun  in  the  field,  and  a pair  of  shallow  nicks 
above  the  upper  arrow  point  close  to  the  eagle.

A lovely  example  of  this  scarce  date  with  full  min  lustre  in  the  fields  and  highly  appeal- 
ing. The  surfaces  are  much  nicer  than  usually  encountered  for  the  entry  level  Uncirculated  grade,  with  a few  trace 
hairlines  and  a scattered  nick  or  two,  but  hardly  anything  approaching  the  bag  worn  surfaces  expected  on  a Morgan 
silver  dollar  or  a Double  eagle  certified  at  this  level.  The  strike  is  sharp  throughout  and  the  lustre  unbroken.  For 
identification  there  is  a very  minor  scratch  down  from  behind  Liberty's  eye  which  fades  away  on  her  chin,  and 
an  old  dull  nick  on  her  jaw.  On  the  reverse  there  is  a pair  of  shallow  ticks  between  the  upper  arrow  point  and  the 
ER  of  AMERICA,  midway  in  the  field. 

This  obverse  die  has  cluster  of  lumps  mostly  below  Liberty's  eye  with  a couple  before  her  eye  on  her  nose.  The 
die  was  somehow  damaged  and  many  of  the  1880-CC  half  eagles  display  this  feature.  On  the  reverse,  that  die  was 
lapped  as  the  motto  ribbon  is  broken  and  very  shallow  in  places,  evidence  of  the  old  mint  habit  of  lapping  the  dies 
to  remove  clash  marks  or  minor  cracks  in  the  die  surface.  Although  a more  common  date  than  most  earlier  Carson 
City  issues,  this  date  is  still  quite  rare  in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  grades,  and  upon  further  review  the  present  coin 
will  likely  climb  back  into  the  Condition  Census  were  it  was  firmly  placed  a decade  ago  when  it  was  purchased.

5190  1881-CC  MS-63  (NGC).  A wonderfully  frosty  coin  that  retains  the  desirable  mint  bloom  which  is  so  often  lacking 
from  this  series.  The  surfaces  are  clean  with  minimal  signs  of  handling  or  scuffs  to  the  lustre.  Sharp  as  nearly 
always  seen,  with  no  signs  of  striking  softness  on  the  devices.  Coinage  for  the  year  came  to  a halt  after  13,886 
pieces  were  struck,  virtually  all  of  which  entered  circulation.  A few  were  set  aside,  including  the  present  coin  to 
delight  the  specialists  of  the  Half  Eagle  or  Carson  City  series.  Today,  PCGS  and  NGC  have  graded  a combined  4 
examples  in  various  Brilliant  Uncirculated  grades,  with  all  others  seen  having  at  least  some  evidence  of  circulation. 
Of  these  four,  the  present  coin  is  the  second  finest.  When  this  coin  was  purchased  a decade  ago  it  was  considered 
the  Finest  Known  of  the  date  and  mint.  Since  that  time  another  example  of  this  date  has  been  certified  as  MS-65 
by  PCGS,  and  this  may  be  the  same  coin  suspected  by  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth  to  have  been  upgraded  from  an 
MS-63  (NGC)  holder  to  MS-64  in  2002  and  has  since  dropped  from  the  NGC  Census  after  the  grading  insert  was 
returned  to  that  service.  Perhaps  this  coin  earned  an  MS-65  from  PCGS  upon  further  review.  Hence,  the  present 
example  is  the  only  coin  reported  as  MS-63  by  NGC  today.  It  is  possible  that  the  other  MS-63  (NGC)  and  MS-64 
(NGC)  coins  that  were  historically  noted  in  the  NGC  Census  are  different  examples  that  were  removed  from  their 
holders  and  dropped  from  the  Census  and  the  coin  reported  as  MS-65  by  PCGS  is  a new  specimen. 

There  is  an  obverse  die  scratch  which  connects  ER  of  LIBERTY  as  seen  on  most  examples  of  this  date,  and 
the  reverse  has  a die  line  up  to  the  left  from  the  second  T of  STATES  and  a heavier  die  line  to  the  rim  up  from 
the  serif  of  the  C of  AMERICA.  A complex  curling  lint  mark  is  found  on  and  surrounding  the  final  obverse  star 
nearly  touching  the  lower  left  corner  of  Liberty's  truncation  and  above  that  point.

Toned  with  a 
delicate  orange-gold  hue  particularly  near  the  rims.  Curiously 
neither  grading  service  has  seen  any  examples  of  this  date  finer 
than  MS-62,  thus  the  present  coin  is  a contender  for  one  of  the 
finest  to  come  down  to  us  from  the  generous  mintage  of  82,817 
pieces.

Traces  of  lustre  survive  in  the  fields,  particularly  so  on  the  reverse 
where  the  legends  and  devices  protected  the  fields  to  a greater  degree  than  the  obverse.  As  to  the  surfaces,  they  show 
scattered  nicks  primarily  in  the  fields,  with  Liberty's  face  and  neck  lacking  any  deep  or  distracting  cuts  or  nicks.

A lustrous  and  desirable  specimen 
of  this  scarce  date  which  scarcely  circulated  long  ago.  The 
surfaces  are  clean  for  the  grade  with  minimal  handling  marks 
to  detract  the  eye.  Liberty's  face  and  neck  are  pleasing  with 
no  cuts  or  marks  that  stand  out.  One  the  reverse  the  surfaces 
are  also  solid,  with  traces  of  the  original  prooflike  fields  in  the 
protected  areas.  Delicate  copper  toning  adheres  around  the 
rims,  and  enough  lustre  survives  to  confirm  the  lofty  grade. 
For  identification,  there  is  a tiny  nick  on  the  top  of  the  first 
7,  another  on  the  upper  left  loop  of  the  8.  Two  other  minute 
ticks  are  present  on  the  R of  LIBERTY.

Perhaps  some  were  melted  or 
met  a different  fate  than  other  years  from  the  Carson  City 
Mint.  When  the  present  coin  was  purchased  in  1995  it  was 
considered  to  be  the  finest  of  three  mint  state  coins  known, 
apparently  a few  more  have  been  discovered  during  the  past 
dozen  years.  If  resubmitted  this  coin  would  likely  find  its  way 
into  a higher  grade  holder,  perhaps  taking  it  again  to  one  of 
the  finest  certified.  The  fields  are  awash  in  mint  bloom  and 
the  surfaces  fairly  clean,  much  cleaner  than  expected  for  a 
coin  at  the  entry  level  mint  state  grade.  For  identification 
purposes  there  is  a two  reed  mark  on  her  cheek  behind  her 
mouth  and  a shallow  broken  scratch  above  the  date.  Bright 
lustre  combine  with  a desirable  orange-gold  color  to  make 
this  coin  appear  fresh.

In  1893  President  Grover  Cleveland  was  again  elected  to  the  Pa^sidency 
and  once  again  closed  the  Carson  City  Mint,  this  time  for  g(X)d  as  the  coining 
equipment  was  eventually  disbursed  and  no  further  coins  were  produced 
after  1893.  Cleveland  felt  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  a waste  of  taxpayer 
money  as  the  bullion  from  the  Nevada  mines  could  now  be  .safely  shipped 
to  San  Francisco  and  coined  there.

All  other  problems  aside,  the  issue  of  stacking  alone 
would  be  sufficient  to  condemn  this  lovely  coin,  and  render  it  impractical 
for  circulation.  Unfortunately,  beauty'  often  takes  a back  seat  to  practicality 
when  such  matters  are  concerned.  In  an  effort  to  improve  the  potential  of 
Saint  Gaudens’  work,  a pronounced  "rolled"  edge  was  added  to  this  With 
Periods  design.  Although  some  20,000  to  34,100  pieces  of  that  mcxiified 
design  were  struck  (the  actual  mintage  is  uncertain  as  references  differ 
as  to  the  correct  figure),  it  is  universally  believed  that  only  40  to  45  pieces 
survived  the  melting  pot.

On  the  reverse  there  is  a similar  minute  flake  in  fhe  field  between  the  F in  OF 
and  the  eagle's  wing,  a similar  planchet  flaw  on  the  lower  right  of  the  eagle's  neck,  and  another  along  the  top  of 
the  E in  TEN.  A mere  74  were  coined  in  Proof  and  these  are  the  final  year  of  issue  of  fhe  Coronef  Head  type,  first 
issued  in  1838  with  a few  modifications  along  the  way,  one  of  fhe  longest  lasting  coin  designs  in  our  historv. 

In  1907  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  in  the  waning  years  of  his  Presidency.  Roosevelt's  stature  in  world  politics  had  earned  him  the  Noble 
Peace  Prize  for  helping  to  negotiate  peace  in  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  and  determined  that  the  United  States  would  oversee  politics  in  Latin 
America,  fiis  efforts  and  support  helped  restart  efforts  to  complete  the  abandoned  Panama  Canal,  which  facilitated  the  movement  of  war- 
ships between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans  as  well  as  helping  world  shipping  and  trade  by  cutting  off  thousands  of  transit  miles  oiuv 
the  Panama  Canal  was  completed.  Roosevelt  was  instrumental  in  preserving  vast  portions  of  the  West  into  National  Parks.

A stunning  coin  which  retains  the  delicate  mirror  fields 
and  has  developed  desirable  orange-gold  haze  over  the  years.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  with  a 
few  hints  of  hairlines  but  this  one  is  clearly  at  the  high  end  (or  finer)  for  the  grade  level  assigned  in 
1992  as  compared  to  the  standards  today.  A scant  78  were  struck  to  represent  this  final  year  of  issue 
for  the  Coronet  Double  Eagle,  most  of  which  survived  in  varying  grades.  The  present  coin  would 
fit  within  the  top  half  of  those  known  as  it  stands,  and  may  be  significantly  higher  once  evaluated 
after  so  many  years  in  hiding.  For  identification  purposes  there  is  a minute  planchet  flake  left  of  the 
top  tip  of  the  coronet,  on  the  reverse  by  planchet  flaws  on  both  sides  of  the  eagle's  neck.  The  color 
and  surfaces  are  simply  outstanding.  The  mirror  process  used  by  the  Mint  no  longer  produced  the 
orange  peel  effect  seen  on  the  prior  decades,  but  on  these  the  finish  is  more  perfectly  smooth  than 
achieved  in  the  past.  Traces  of  planchet  lines  can  still  be  seen  with  a strong  magnifier,  and  these  were 
imparted  into  the  gold  planchet  at  the  time  it  was  rolled  out  as  an  ingot. 

As  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  in  the  final  years  of  his  Presidency,  he  wanted  to  leave  a lasting  effect  on  our  coinage  as  well. 
Roosevelt  contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  persuaded  him  to  redesign  the  Eagle  and  Double  Eagle.  Saint-Gaudens 
was  told  to  make  his  designs  comparable  to  the  depth  and  artistic  quality  seen  on  the  Ancient  Greek  coinage  of  2300  years 
prior.  Remarkably  Saint-Gaudens  succeeded  and  late  in  1907  patterns  were  coined,  and  later  that  year  production  began 
of  the  new  Indian  Eagles  and  majestic  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles.  This  1907  Coronet  Double  Eagle  is  the  last  of  its  kind, 
first  seen  as  a pattern  in  1849,  the  Coronet  Double  Eagle  was  adopted  for  general  circulation  in  1850.

(AN ACS).  Glossy,  deep  chestnut  brown  surfaces  are  espe- 
cially choice  on  the  brockage  side,  where  incuse  designs  have 
been  extremely  well-protected  by  the  severely  upturned  rims 
produced  by  the  brockage  process.  The  normal,  right-reading 
reverse  has  taken  on  some  wear  but  is  generally  pleasing 
and  problem-free.  The  brockage  itself  was  produced  by 
an  early  to  mid  stage  die  cap,  noted  by  the  relative  clarity 
of  the  incuse  image  and  the  fact  that  the  incuse  image  has 
only  slightly  expanded  to  the  peripheries.  Nineteenth  cen- 
tury major  striking  errors  like  this  are  quite  rare  and  their 
quantities  in  any  particular  series  can  often  be  counted  on 
one  hand,  with  strong  demand  in  popularly  collected  series 
like  Indian  Cents.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  errors  of  the 
era  in  circulated  condition,  perhaps  because  they  continued 
to  circulate  as  money  or  because  they  were  carried  as  pocket 
pieces. 

The  coin  appears  to  be  struck  from  the  huh  with  the  "Bold  N"  in  ONE. 
According  to  Snow,  this  hub  was  used  to  strike  Indian  Cents  of  the  years 
1870-1909  inclusive,  except  for  1877.  The  keen  student  will  note  a die  crack 
from  the  8:00  through  the  wreath  to  the  C of  CENT  as  well  as  a crack  from 
4:30  through  the  arrowheads.  If  the  same  die  crack  is  found  on  a "normal" 
coin  in  the  1870-1909,  then  we  can  potentially  put  a date  on  this  spectacular, 
yet  undated,  error!

The  very  similar  degree  and  direction  of  off-centeredness  of  both 
this  and  the  1919  above  may  point  to  a similar  malfunction  of  the  ftvd 
mechanism  that  affected  the  Philadelphia  Mint's  pmsses  during  this  time. 
It  would  be  intea’st  to  gather  a corpus  of  off-center  brcKkages  of  the  Teens 
and  Twenties  to  ascertain  whether  we  have  simple  coincidence  in  these 
two  coins  or  a broader  pattern  of  malfunction.

Through  1960,  the  United 
States  Mint  at  Philadelphia  was  striking  a variety  of  coins 
for  the  Republic  of  Cuba,  one  of  them  the  diminutive  copper- 
nickel  1 centavos  featuring  the  left-facing  bust  of  Jose  Marti.

The  out- 
side of  the  die  cap  is  mostly  olive-brown,  with  hints  of  original 
mint  red,  while  the  interior  of  the  die  cap,  which  has  not  been 
exposed  to  as  much  handling,  retains  its  original  flaming  red 
luster  with  just  splotches  of  brown  flanking  Lincoln's  neck. 
Despite  its  lack  of  major  splits,  this  die  cap  is  in  a late  stage 
and  has  lost  all  vestiges  of  its  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse.  In  this 
late  stage,  it  would  have  been  producing  coins  with  distorted, 
yi’t  right-reading  images  of  the  Lincoln  obverse.

As  the  botanist  might  count  the  growth  rings  on  a tree  to  determine 
its  age,  the  numismatist  might  count  the  closely  spaced  ridges  on  the 
inside  of  the  die  cap  that  correspond  to  the  number  of  strikes  produced 
by  this  die  cap  before  falling  from  the  obverse  die.  At  a quick  glance,  we 
estimate  that  this  die  cap  produced  20  or  more  brockage  strikes  of  varying 
degrees  of  deterioration. 


5419  1865  nickel  three  cents.  Obverse  brockage.  Choice  Very 
Fine-30.  Starting  with  this  coin  and  continuing  with  the 
1866  5(t  brockage  below,  the  astute  collector  could  slowly 
put  together  a collection  of  brockages  of  first  years  of  type. 
This  coin  is  a fine  beginning,  given  its  smooth,  pearl  gray 
surfaces  that  exhibit  only  some  minor  circulation  marks.  The 
brockage  itself  is  quite  bold,  with  the  outline  of  Miss  Liberty, 
the  date,  and  AMERICA  clearly  visible.  Oftentimes,  the 
hardness  of  the  nickel  in  these  early  nickel  composition  coins 
prevented  the  die  cap  from  making  a full  reverse  impression, 
hence  the  fragmented  mirror-image  of  this  specimen.  Errors, 
especially  major  ones  like  brockages,  are  rare  and  always 
coveted  among  the  short-lived  19th  century  types  such  as 
the  3(t  nickel  pieces. 

We  should  note  that  this  coin  is  actually  a multiple  error.  A tiny  rim  cud 
is  noted  at  the  12:00  position  of  the  obverse,  and  a long  bulbuous  incuse 
impression  from  2:00  to  Miss  Liberty's  forehead  on  the  brockage  side  is 
not  damage  but  is  rather  a struck  through  error! 


5420  1866  nickel.  Obverse  brockage.  Fine-12.  When  does  an 
1866  With  Rays  Shield  nickel  have  no  rays?  When  it's  an 
obverse  brockage!  Here  is  an  incredibly  rare  survivor  of  the 
rare  obverse  brockage  error  type  featuring  a perfectly  stmck 
obverse  paired  with  the  telltale  incuse  and  reversed  image 
characteristic  of  the  error  type.  As  with  many  brockages,  the 
mirror-image  side  is  surrounded  by  a thick  and  high  rim, 
protecting  the  incuse  image.  The  work-hardened  nickel  die 
cap  undoubtedly  could  not  make  a full  impmssion,  account- 
ing for  the  voids  in  certain  details  of  the  shield  and  leaves 
of  the  brockage  side.  Fortunately,  the  date  is  quite  clear.  The 
surfaces  are  pleasing  light  gray  in  tone  and  exhibit  some 
minor,  long  since  toned  in  er  pin  scratches  on  botli  sides.  We 
grade  this  coin  Fine- 12,  which  very  well  mav  ovea'stimate 
the  extent  oi  wear  on  the  brockage  side.  1 Vspite  the  ad vanaxl 
wear,  striking  erriMs  among  Shield  nickels  aa'  a raa'  bavd. 
making  this  a fine  opportunity  to  acquia'  a popularly  col- 
lected error  type  trom  the  first  year  of  issue. 
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5421  1964  nickel.  Obverse  brockage.  About  Uncircuiated-50.  Here 
is  a crystal  clear  brockage  of  the  obverse  that  was  struck  just 
a few  percent  off-center  as  well  as  out  of  collar.  A few  minor 
circulation  scuffs  are  noted  on  the  brockage  side. 


5422  1917  dime.  Struck  Off-Center.  Very  Fine-20,  or  finer.  The 
off-centering  is  about  30%  toward  the  12:00  position  on  the 
obverse  and  toward  the  6:00  position  on  the  reverse,  thus 
cutting  off  the  mintmark  area.  Dusky  golden-gray  toning 
has  adhered  to  the  surfaces  of  this  every  so  lightly  lustrous 
yet  well  circulated  error  coin. 


5423  1918-D  dime  Struck  Off-Center.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Surfaces 
are  rather  bright  and  lightly  hairlined  from  a past  cleaning. 
Struck  about  20%  off-center  toward  the  8:00  position  of  the 
obverse,  a direction  that  has  fortunately  preserved  the  tiny 
'D'  mintmark  on  the  reverse.  Some  rather  strong  die  clashing 
is  noted  around  the  effigy  of  Liberty,  leading  us  to  wonder 
whether  the  impact  of  the  dies  without  an  intervening 
planchet  somehow  led  the  press  to  malfunction  and  produce 
off-centers  like  this  one.  Here  is  a very  scarce,  early  dated 
Denver  mint  Mercury  dime  error. 


5424  1919-D  dime.  Struck  Off-Center.  About  Uncirculated -50, 
or  better.  The  off-centering  is  about  15-20%  toward  the  3:00 
position  of  the  obverse,  just  barely  cutting  off  the  tops  of  the 
letters  RTY  of  LIBERTY.  Abundant  mint  luster  dances  bcmeath 
a lovely  veneer  of  even  russet-gray  toning  on  both  sides.  Well 
struck,  attractive,  and  a rather  rare  error  for  this  early  dated 
branch  mint  Mercury  dime. 


5425  1928  dime.  Struck  Off-Center.  Brilliant  Uncirculated-60. 
Fantastically  struck  30%  off-center  toward  the  11:00  position, 
and  toward  the  7:00  position  of  the  reverse,  which  has  left  us 
guessing  whether  this  is  a mintmarked  coin  or  a plain  old 
Philadelphia  mint  issue.  Strike  is  full,  fields  are  lustrous,  and 
the  coin  is  toned  medium  gold  and  areas  of  deeper  russet- 
gray.  A short  scuff  is  noted  near  point  of  Liberty's  bust.  Ver)' 
scarce,  as  this  date  is  not  encountered  in  off-center  format  with 
the  frequency  of  some  of  the  later  1930s  and  1940s  issues. 


5426  1996-P  quarter  dollar.  Broadstrike  with  Partial  Brockage. 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated-63.  Here  is  a fantastic  error 
coin  featuring  a centered,  fully  out  of  collar  broadstrike  dur- 
ing which  an  already  struck  coin  inteiv'ened,  leaving  a partial 
brockage  covering  about  50%  of  the  obverse.  The  added  pres- 
sure from  the  thickness  of  the  already  struck  coin  caused  the 
planchet  to  split  in  two  places  at  the  edges  of  the  brockage 
area.  A modern  error  coin  boasting  lots  of  visual  appeal. 
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Remarkable  Near  Mint  1793  Half  Cent

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5427  1793  C-3,  B-3.  Rarity-3.  Choice  About  Uncirculated-58.  A simply  magnificent  speci- 
men of  this  first  half  cent  issue,  fresh  to  the  marketplace  and  among  the  very  finest 
extant.  Beautiful  medium  brown  with  lightly  reflective  fields  and  excellent  lustre.  The 
aesthetic  appeal  is  essentially  unparalleled  for  this  grade  level,  and  we  would  prefer 
this  piece  to  many  we  have  seen  graded  fully  Mint  State.  The  detail  is  utterly  superb, 
harnessing  fine  details  from  the  die.  A full  border  of  beads  frames  both  side,  underlin- 
ing the  ideal  centering  that  is  unusual  on  this  variety.  The  obverse  die  was  a bit  axially 
misaligned  on  this  variety,  meaning  some  of  the  fine  textural  marks  in  the  right  field 
were  not  completely  obliterated  at  striking;  every  high  grade  specimen  we  have  ever 
seen  has  shared  this  condition.  A minute  rim  tick  is  visible  at  3:00.  another  near  10:00 
on  the  obverse  is  even  smaller  and  we  suspect  that  neither  would  be  visible  were  this 
coin  already  certified.  The  reverse  is  lovely  and  shows  no  significant  flaws,  just  some 
surface  buildup  at  central  reverse  that  should  be  viewed  as  evidence  of  originality  than 
a technical  detriment.  The  planchet  quality  is  superb.  Only  the  very  lightest  friction  is 
visible — textbook  cabinet  friction — and  we  remain  sorely  tempted  to  call  this  coin  full 
Mint  State. 

Breen  listed  six  examples  as  Uncirculated  in  his  1983  work.  Two  of  these  are  im- 
pounded in  a pair  of  Missouri  cabinets,  both  of  which  are  well  known.  Two  others  have 
a provenance  that  ends  before  1930,  so  their  quality  may  not  be  up  to  modern  Mint 
State  standards.  Breen  further  listed  a cleaned  AU  coin  from  Leo  Young  1959  ANA  sale 
that  presumably  could  not  hold  a candle  to  this  coin,  and  notes  "persistent  rumors  of 
two  or  three  other  Mint  State  examples."  This  piece,  from  an  old-time  holding,  may  be 
one  of  them. 

Type  collectors  and  half  cent  enthusiasts  alike  pursue  this  date  with  enough  ardor 
that  a nice  piece  never  stays  on  the  market  long.  EF  coins  can  be  had  for  a price  generally, 
but  coins  on  the  cusp  of  Mint  State  are  highly  unusual.  The  visual  appeal  of  this  piece 
recommends  it  to  the  connoisseur.  Those  collectors  advanced  enough  to  pursue  only 
Mint  State  coins  would  do  themselves  a disservice  by  passing  this  one  by. 
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Stunning  Double  Struck  1794  Half  Cent 

A Singularly  Impressive  Error

5428  1794  C-2a,  B-2b.  Rarity-2+.  Double  Struck.  Extremely  Fine-40,  sharpness 
of  AU-50,  minor  surface  buildup  deftly  removed.  Glossy  and  gorgeous  light 
brown  with  some  hints  of  lustre  hidden  in  Liberty's  hair  and  on  the  tab  second 
strike.  The  most  impressive  error  we  have  ever  seen  on  a half  cent  on  this  date, 
certainly  one  of  the  most  eye-catching  misstrikes  we  recall  on  the  entire  de- 
nomination. Struck  normally,  then  only  partially  ejected  while  another  planchet 
was  allowed  into  the  coining  chamber,  then  struck  again.  The  result  is  a large 
tab  double  strike  without  rotation  at  2:00  on  the  reverse  that  includes  UNIT, 
C of  CENT,  a complete  fraction,  and  both  ribbon  ends.  Opposite,  the  obverse 
was  impressed  by  a blank  planchet,  creating  a stretched  and  distorted  area 
from  Liberty's  chin  to  the  rim  covering  the  area  from  2:30  to  5:30.  Significantly 
larger  than  a normal  in-collar  double  struck,  and  truly  marvelous  to  behold. 
This  is  a "wow"  kind  of  coin! 

Sharp  to  the  point  that  this  coin  may  have  seen  no  actual  circulation, 
there  are  no  major  defects.  Two  tiny  digs  are  noted  next  to  each  other  on  the 
stretched  portion  of  the  obverse,  just  above  the  tip  of  the  pole.  The  net  grade 
assigned  above  is  to  some  very  subtle  lighter  color  around  devices  that,  at  first 
blush,  appears  to  be  mint  color  but  under  a glass  reveals  itself  as  the  result  of 
a careful  tracing  around  many  of  the  devices  to  remove  some  gathered  surface 
buildup.  Those  reading  this  description  in  100  years  will  wonder  what  the  fuss 
is  about,  as  the  color  will  have  toned  down.  No  scratches  or  metal  movement 
are  apparent  even  under  magnified  scrutiny.  The  aesthetic  appeal  both  in 
hand  and  under  extreme  scrutiny  is  lovely.  Indeed,  were  this  just  a "normal" 
1794  C-2a  in  this  grade,  it  would  be  a piece  that  would  excite  specialists  and 
type  collectors  alike. 

There  is  not  a single  coin  in  the  "Whoops!"  chapter  of  Breen's  Half  Cent 
Encyclopedia  that  approaches  the  dramatic  nature  of  this  piece.  We  have  seen 
other  half  cent  errors  in  private  collections  and  at  EAC  Half  Cent  Happenings 
that  are  truly  impressive,  but  few  approach  this.  Half  cent  collectors  tend  to  be 
a dedicated  lot  and  avid  students  of  the  minting  process.  There  is  not  a soul 

among  them  who  wouldn't  love  to  own  this  coin. 
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5429  1804  C-8,  B-7.  Manley-2.0.  Rarity-1.  AU-50  (NGC).  Medium  chtKolate  brown  with  a few  light  surface  marks. 
Nicely  struck,  and  attractive  in  general.

Just  a bit  of  the  hair 
on  the  obverse  is  weak  as  is  normally  seen  with  this  date.

5436  1793  Sheldon-1.  Rarity-4.  Chain  AMERI.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45,  sharpness  of  AU-50,  a few  minor  rim  bruises. 
A spectacular  specimen  of  this  first  United  States  cent  issue,  exhibiting  exemplary  color  and  surface  quality  that 
will  make  this  piece  appeal  to  serious  connoisseurs.  Rich  and  lustrous  dark  steel  with  beautiful  golden  undertones 
on  the  smooth,  hard  surfaces.  The  sharpness  is  magnificent,  with  abundantly  detailed  hair  and  facial  features  de- 
spite the  fact  that  the  strike  has  left  the  absolute  center  of  the  obverse  a trifle  soft.  The  shallow  clash  marks  around 
Liberty's  head,  often  the  first  thing  to  go  when  wear  is  applied,  are  still  bold  and  readily  visible  to  the  unaided 
eye.  The  noted  rim  bruises  are  each  truly  minor,  and  many  will  see  grading  this  coin  less  than  About  Uncirculated 
as  a disservice;  we  have  little  doubt  that  grading  service  and  most  contemporary  collectors  will  grade  this  piece 
higher  than  we  do.  Collectors  unaccustomed  to  handling  raw  Chain  cents  should  remember  that  a thin  wire  rim 
surrounds  the  obverse  on  high  grade  specimens  like  this,  thus  drawing  a rim  bruise  is  somewhat  easier  on  this 
variety.  A single  tiny  bruise  is  visible  above  B of  LIBERTY,  others  are  even  smaller  at  2:00  and  just  right  of  fhe  dafe 
at  5:00.  On  the  reverse,  a tiny  bruise  right  of  D of  UNITED  and  another  above  TE  of  STATES  are  the  most  readily 
noted,  with  smaller  ones  over  R of  AMERI  and  at  precise  6:00  are  noted.  These  bruises  are  described  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  cannot  do  lot  viewing,  but  it  important  to  underline  that  each  of  these  bruises  is  truly  minor  and  each 
will  almost  certainly  di.sappear  in  a certified  holder  - they  are  that  minor  and  should  not  be  used  as  an  excuse  to 
not  pursue  one  of  the  very  nicest  AMERI  cents  we  have  ever  seen.  Active  in  the  copper  community  for  nearly  20 
years,  this  cataloguer  has  seen  his  share  of  nice  ones.  A very  slight  diagonal  scratch  from  the  obverse  rim  at  9:00 
diagonally  downwards  into  the  left  obverse  field  is  noted,  and  the  only  contact  marks  worth  mentioning  is  in  the 
right  field  in  front  of  the  lips.  A single  pit  is  present  at  Liberty  s jawline,  and  a single  hairline  from  above  3:00  runs 
to  Liberty's  lips. 

Without  seeing  this  specimen  in  hand,  it  is  hard  to  understand  how  incredibly  attractive  it  is.  The  surfaces, 
color,  sharpness,  and  overall  aesthetic  impression  must  rank  this  very  high  among  the  known  specimens.  This  piece, 
off  the  market  since  1988,  has  not  been  photographed  for  the  Noyes  photo  project.  No  one  needs  to  be  convinced 
how  desirable  a Chain  AMERI  is  it  s the  first  U.S.  cent,  a distinctive  variety,  and  famous  for  its  importance  for 
over  150  years.  No  one  who  views  this  coin  will  need  to  read  our  impression  of  how  pleasing  it  is,  as  they  will 
see  in-hand  that  this  is  an  exceptional  prize  to  be  cherished,  an  example  fit  for  the  most  finicky  collector.  We  an' 
delighted  to  return  it  to  the  marketplace  after  two  decades  and  are  certain  that  even  a high  price  paid  will  not  take 
away  the  sweetness  of  its  acquisition.

An  exceptional  specimen  of  this  popular  type  from  the  first  year  of  cop- 
p)er  coinage.  Glossy  even  dark  tan  with  exemplary  surface  quality.  The  obverse  is  choice,  with  no  flaw  more  significant 
than  the  bit  of  old  surface  dirt  in  the  hair.  The  centering  is  ideal  and  the  detail  is  superb.  The  clash  marks  from  the  reverse 
around  Liberty's  bust  are  easily  seen,  and  the  concave  fields  are  a wide  open  expanse  without  a significant  mark.  The 
reverse  is  just  as  nice,  showing  only  a very  minor  rim  bruise  under  the  left  ribbon  end  that  affects  nothing  more  than  a 
couple  of  beads.  The  cracks  in  the  southeast  quadrant  of  the  reverse  match  Breen's  state  Vll,  a very  advanced  die  state. 

Aesthetically  superior  to  just  about  any  VF  Wreath  cent  you  can  imagine,  not  to  mention  a significant  propor- 
tion of  the  conservatively  graded  EFs  and  AUs  in  the  world,  we  are  sure  that  many  would  class  this  as  Extremely 
Fine  as  is.  No  matter  how  you  grade  it,  any  numismatist  will  enjoy  its  attractive  surfaces  and  sharpness  and  most 
will  covet  it  for  their  own  cabinet  of  fine  American  coins.

Very  Good-8,  sharpness  of  Fine-12, 
faint  rim  bruises.  A handsome  specimen  of  a rare  variety,  one 
that  Bret'n  notes  is  "often  banged  up  or  even  mutilated."  Nice 
smooth  chocolate  brown  surfaces  boast  strong  eye  appeal, 
pleasing  for  any  variety  of  this  date.  A series  of  small  bruises 
range  from  6:00  to  9:00  on  the  obverse,  others  above  E of 
AMERICA  and  below  left  ribbon.  Two  short  parallel  planchet 
flaws  are  noted,  one  on  Liberty's  jawline  and  another  directly 
below  her  eye,  hidden  dig  between  BE  of  LIBERTY.  No  other 
significant  flaws,  no  roughness,  excellent  color  and  surfaces. 
Aside  from  one  Mint  State  coin,  the  rest  of  the  population  of 
this  variety  is  fairly  low  on  the  grading  scale:  a nice  VF,  some 
VFs  with  problems,  and  a Fine  coin  round  out  the  Condition 
Census.

Very  Good-7,  sharpness  of  Fine-15, 
even  granularity  on  both  sides.  Attractive  dark  steel  brown 
with  well-defined  design  elements.  The  surfaces  are  not 
perfect  but  they  are  also  not  bad  for  this  scarce  date.  Some 
vertical  pinscratches  blend  into  Liberty's  cheek,  dig  at  left 
base  of  O of  ONE  on  reverse,  another  below  S OF,  a few  little 
pits  at  tip  of  Liberty's  bust  and  elsewhere.

"Obverse  STUART , MODEL  1859  at  the  periphery  surrounding  CENT  between  two 
bars.  Around  reverse  periphery  in  gothic  letters  SUA  CUIQUE  VOLUPTAS,  and  NEW 
YORK  in  plain  serifed  letters  below.  At  center  is  a script  U.S.  with  two  curved  lines  each 
above  and  below.  Skillfully  engraved  on  a bronze  planchet,  whose  weight  at  10.2  grams 
is  consistent  with  a blank  large  cent  planchet  (statutory  weight  10.89  grams).  The  fields 
show  signs  of  smoofhing  and  dressing  and  of  engraver's  guide  lines,  and  the  upset  rims 
are  consistent  with  a Type  2 unstruck  blank.  The  intent  of  fhis  "model  cent"  has  been 
lost  to  time.  The  consignor  felt  that  this  coin  represented  some  sort  of  coinage  proposal, 
but  by  1859  Small  Cents  had  been  in  active  production  for  two  years,  the  same  length  of 
time  the  Large  Cents  that  this  engraved  piece  imitates  had  been  out  of  circulafion.  The 
Latin  inscription  translates  loosely  as  "Every  man  has  his  own  pleasure  [or  preference]." 
What  this  specifically  refers  to  is  obviously  open  to  question,  but  perhaps  the  engraver 
preferred  the  old  copper  Large  Cents  to  the  new-fandangled  copper-nickel  Small  Cents 
that  had  entered  active  circulation  in  1857.  Here  is  an  enigmatic  piece  that  will  surely 
bring  much  joy  to  the  collector  seeking  a research  challenge." 

We  further  noted  a possible  author  of  this  carefully  engraved  piece: 

Although  a long  shot,  the  1859  date  and  New  York  location  engraved  on  this  curi- 
ous piece  possibly  indicate  the  work  of  one  Oliver  J.  Stuart,  who  joined  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  in  1859  and  who  is  listed  in  New  York  City  directories  of  1858-1860 
as  an  engraver  working  from  149  Broadway  (see  Q.  David  Bowers,  American  Numis- 
matics Before  the  Civil  War,  page  404)."  The  work  suggests  a professional  hand,  and 
this  attribution  makes  as  much  sense  as  any  considering  that  a)  if  the  engraver  had  a 
blank  large  cent  planchet  he  presumably  had  numismatic  connections,  b)  it  has  been 
purposely  signed  New  York,  c)  the  legend  would  best  strike  the  funny  bone  of  someone 
fond  of  large  cents  such  as  most  of  the  membership  of  the  ANS  in  1859.  This  piece  is 
fascinating,  unique  to  our  knowledge,  and  a fine  fit  for  a cabinet  of  large  cents,  patterns, 
or  numismatic  collectibles.

Pollock  indicates  that  two 
copper-nickel  alloys  (80%  copper/20%  nickel  and  60%  copper/  40%  nickel) 
were  struck.  He  also  lists  a German  silver  composition  (75%  copper/  12% 
nickel/  13%  zinc),  as  well  as  the  possibility  of  one  or  more  pieces  struck  in 
pure  nickel  (Pollock  197/  Judd  167a).  Judd,  on  the  other  hand,  lists  three 
different  copper-nickel  alloys  (the  two  listed  by  Pollock  plus  a 90%  cop- 
per/ 10%  nickel  alloy).  Judd  additionally  lists  three  different  Ck'rman  silver 
compositions  (all  incorporated  as  Judd  171a).  Due  to  the  great  difficulty 
in  determining  the  composition  of  alloys  such  as  this,  we  have  followed 
Polkxk's  lead  in  merging  certain  similar  alloys  under  this  one  Judd  170/171 
(PollcKk  196)  heading.  In  light  of  the  fact  that  the  consignor  saw  fit  to  acquire 
four  different  pieces,  however,  we  would  not  at  all  eliminate  the  possibility 
that  he  somehow  appri.sed  himself  of  the  composition  of  each  coin,  thereby 
justifying  him  keeping  four  seemingly  identical  pieces.  If  he  did  have  such 
information,  however,  it  was  not  provided  to  us  to  pass  on  to  any  successful 
bidders.  We  will  point  out,  additionally,  that  there  are  in  all  likelihood  at 
least  tw'o  different  compositions  represented  in  this  group,  as  these  pieces 
exhibit  two  distinctly  different  degrees  of  striking  strength!

The  color  today  is  a pleasing  gunmetal  gray  with  tinges  of  blue  near  the  rims,  with  the  high 
points  of  the  design  lighter  silver.  As  always  the  strike  is  a tad  weak  along  the  left  side  of  the  coin  as  the  dies  were 
slightly  out  of  alignment  and  all  known  examples  show  this  feature  to  some  degree.  On  the  present  coin  the  stars 
are  all  visible  and  all  the  obverse  denticles  are  present  confirming  that  this  coin  was  more  sharply  struck  than  most 
others  known.  On  the  reverse  the  tops  of  TED  and  STATES  are  softly  impressed,  and  a short  run  of  the  denticles 
above  TATES  are  shadowy  or  missing  as  the  strike  was  lacking  in  pressure  in  this  area.  A good  many  1794  Silver 
dollars  are  lacking  the  stars  on  the  left  and  the  left  portion  of  the  legend  altogether.

Further  points  of  identification  are  as  follows,  there  are  shallow  adjustment  marks  above  R of  LIBERTY  and 
through  the  left  upper  serif  of  the  Y.  A shallow  planchet  streak  is  seen  through  the  right  side  of  the  Y.  Two  tiny 
planchet  flaws  are  below  and  left  of  star  twelve,  two  very  minor  scratches  are  to  the  right  of  the  fourteenth  star. 
On  the  reverse  there  is  a tiny  planchet  flaw  on  the  lower  third  of  the  right  leg  of  the  M in  AMERICA  and  a shallow 
round  depression  between  CA  of  that  word.  Both  dies  show  strong  evidence  of  clashing,  with  wings  sprouting 
from  the  back  of  Liberty's  hair  and  neck,  evidence  of  the  wreath  is  from  her  nose  into  the  field.  On  the  reverse 
the  clashing  is  clear,  with  Liberty's  mouth  and  chin  impressed  into  the  field  below  the  right  wing  and  the  back 
of  her  head  below  the  left  wing,  more  curls  above  the  left  wing.  Die  clashing  occurs  when  the  dies  hit  together 
without  a planchet  between  them,  and  the  dies  impart  their  designs  into  each  other. 

Through  the  span  of  American  numismatics,  the  1794  Silver  dollar  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  coveted  coins  that  collectors  could 
acquire  from  the  early  days  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  original  mintage  reported  is  1,758  pieces— although  more  may  have  been  coined 
in  early  1795.  From  the  1794  die  pairing  there  are  approximately  125-130  known  today  through  the  extensive  research  conducted  by  Jack 
Collins  and  Walter  Breen,  and  still  being  updated.  A 1794  Silver  dollar  is  important  for  many  reasons,  first  off  these  were  the  first  "dollar" 
coins  struck  in  quantity  for  circulation,  the  dollar  being  our  primary  monetary  unit.  The  coining  equipment  was  apparently  not  up  to  the 
task  and  virtually  all  know  examples  are  poorly  struck  on  the  left  side.  It  is  believed  that  the  half  dollar  coining  press  was  used,  as  the 
new  silver  dollar  press  had  not  yet  arrived  (May  1795),  and  this  may  also  account  for  the  weakness  in  the  1794  Silver  dollar  strikes.  Today, 
the  upward  looking  face  on  Liberty  is  seen  as  youthful,  with  her  flowing  locks  symbolizing  the  hard  won  freedom.  The  spry  eagle  on  the 
reverse  has  earned  his  respect  and  is  properly  placed  on  the  small  rocky  perch  with  his  proud  wings  outstretched.  When  these  wen?  coined 
on  October  15,  1794  the  initial  public  reports  were  not  favorable,  in  part  due  to  the  soft  strikes  from  the  half  dollar  coining  press.  OncX?  silver 
dollar  production  began  in  earnest  after  the  new  press  was  installed,  silver  dollars  began  pouring  out  of  the  Mint  in  late  May  1795.  Public 
opinion  turned  against  these  first  design.s,  as  it  had  on  the  initial  designs  on  the  copper  half  cents  and  cents.  As  autumn  ndled  annind  in 
1795,  the  Flowing  Hair  designs  were  replaced  with  the  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  type  which  found  favor  with  the  public  at  large.  Thus, 
the  Flowing  Hair  designs  were  issued  for  ,scarcely  a year  and  in  limited  quantities.  They  are  indeed  American  cla,s,sics  in  evor>’  simv  of  the 
word  and  one  of  the  most  desired  issues  from  our  Federal  mints.

This  lottery  is  considered  to  be  the  earliest  official  lottery  held  on  American  soil.  The  concept  of  lotteries  was  imported  from  Europe. 
Lottery  ticket  collecting  has  been  a branch  of  American  Colonial  paper  money  collecting  and  with  good  reason.  Not  only  are  there  fascinating 
tickets  from  the  period,  often  printed  in  the  same  styles  as  early  notes,  but  also  important  Colonial  officials  are  associated  with  particular 
lotteries.  Most  notably  these  include  George  Washington  as  signer  of  the  Mountain  Road  Lottery  and  John  Hancock  as  signer  of  at  least 
two  lotteries  for  the  restoration  of  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston.

Since  that  time,  some  very  subtle  and  highly  pleasing  gold 
and  pale  olive  highlights  may  be  noted,  and  we  seen  three  tiny 
triangular  marks  (teeth  marks?)  in  the  unstruck  area  atop  the  ob- 
verse. Some  hints  of  lustre  persist,  despite  the  very  light  as-struck 
granularity  at  central  obverse.  It  is  a superb  quality  specimen,  and 
we  would  have  likely  taken  this  piece  over  either  of  Plain's.  Both 
of  Ford's  were  magnificent;  they  sold  for  $126,500  and  $34,500! 

The  Col.  James  W.  Ellsworth  Collection  was  sold  to  Wayte  Raymond  and 
John  Work  Garrett  in  March  1923,  with  each  of  them  putting  up  $50,000  and 
Garrett  getting  first  pick  to  close  holes  in  the  collection  started  by  his  family 
a half  century  earlier.  This  coin  was  one  of  the  pieces  selected  by  Garrett  for 
inclusion  in  his  collection,  and  it  is  cited  as  being  sold  prior  to  1979  in  Dave 
Bowers'  A History  of  United  States  Coinage  As  Illustrated  by  the  Garrett  Collection 
on  p.  514.

Some  hints  of  lustre 
persist.  The  surface  quality  is  excellent  and  shows  strong  originality.  The  obverse  is  aligned  to  6:00  but  all  legends 
are  complete  and  clear;  the  reverse  is  ideally  centered.  Planchet  shows  a small  ragged  area  near  3:00,  as  struck. 
A dull  dig  at  the  beading  below  the  tree  and  a similar  one  on  the  reverse  below  O of  DOM  suggest  teethmarks 
in  both  size  and  proximity;  they  do  not  negatively  impact  the  visual  appeal.  A short  nick  near  the  obverse  rim  at 
9:00  is  also  noted.  This  piece  is  choice  both  technically  and  aesthetically. 

One  of  the  best  we  have  seen  of  this  variety.  The  superb  Ford  specimen,  graded  Extremely  Fine  and  only 
marginally  better  than  this  one,  brought  an  impressive  S46,000.  The  duplicate,  of  lesser  quality  than  seen  here, 
sold  for  $10,450.  Interestingly,  when  Wurtzbach  wrote  about  the  Ford  primary  coin,  he  called  it  the  finest  known 
but  noted  that  "Earle  to  Bement  [is]  the  only  other  Fine  one."  The  Earle  coin  (lot  1923  in  that  1912  Chapman  sale) 
disappeared  into  the  Garrett  Collection,  was  purchased  privately  by  Richard  Picker,  and  reappeared  in  our  October 
1984  sale  as  Lot  9,  graded  Choice  Very  Fine.  It  is  not  as  fine  as  the  present  specimen,  showing  weakness  at  the  base 
of  both  sides.  As  Breen  noted  in  NN60  (1968),  "Steams'  was  badly  clipped  and  holed  and  the  one  in  our  last  sale 
(i.e.  NN59)  was  only  VG  plus."  The  NN60  coin  was  called  Fine  plus  but  was  not  nice  enough  to  plate  (despite  a 
Newcomer-Clarke-Boyd  provenance).  The  NN59  coin  reappeared  as  the  third  piece  of  this  variety  in  Main;  despite 
its  broad  planchet,  its  quality  was  not  as  nice  as  here.  Only  Hain's  primary  coin  was  similar  to  this  one,  though 
it  had  a planchet  crack  and  was  not  as  round;  it  sold  for  $14,375  at  the  time.  Roper's  lustrous  specimen  should 
also  be  included  in  any  discussion  of  the  best  Noe-9s  around.  Surely  this  piece  ranks  among  that  number  as  well, 
and  further  research  may  discover  a first-line  provenance  for  it.  Its  quality  is  certainly  fine  enough  for  the  best 
cabinets  of  either  the  19th  or  21st  centuries.

A scarce  little  issue,  this  specimen  provides  more  than  its  share  of  interest  and  appeal  to  enthusiasts  in  the 
series.  Type  collectors  will  also  be  attracted  to  the  sharp  tree  and  strong  reverse,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  only 
three  have  been  certified  finer  by  PCGS.

The  other 
end  of  the  break  obliterates  the  top  part  of  A.  An  extension  of  the  break  goes  from  the  top  of  the  left 
upright  of  N through  the  crossbar  of  A,  out  of  the  left  leg  of  A into  the  field  above  52."  This  much 
be  one  of  the  most  impressive  die  states  in  the  fractional  Oak  Tree  series! 

With  only  trivial  signs  of  handling  and  light  evidence  of  wear,  this  is  a premium  specimen  of 
this  unusual  state.  Neither  of  Eord's  were  this  late.  Hain  owned  one  specimen  of  this  state,  called 
Rarity-7  in  the  2002  Hain  sale  where  this  exact  piece  was  one  of  only  five  comparison  pieces  noted.

The 
central  beaded  circle  is  complete  and  portions  of  the  outer 
beaded  border  are  still  visible.  On  the  reverse  the  denomina- 
tion and  date  are  bold  in  the  center  and  the  peripheral  legend 
around  NEW  ENGLANDA  AN  DOM^  is  complete  and  fully 
on  flan  save  for  the  upper  left  and  very  top,  where  it  is  tight 
on  the  former  and  broken  off  on  the  latter.  The  central  beaded 
circle  is  complete  and  there  are  portions  of  the  outer  beaded 
border  visible  on  this  side.  Two  visible  tics  in  the  obverse 
field  flank  the  tree  but  do  not  detract,  a smaller  one  is  noted 
to  the  left  of  the  denomination. 

Lot  79,  there  described 
as:  "Struck  on  a very  large  and  impressive  pianchet  with  no 
clipping.  This  specimen  is  as  nice  as  the  N-2  pictured  in  Noe. 
Very  little  wear  with  pleasing  blue  gray  toning.  Definitely 
among  the  finest.  Inferior  specimens  of  a more  common 
variety  have  realized  over  four  hundred  dollars."  We  concur 
that  this  is  among  the  finest  survivors  of  this  varietv  extant, 
a likelihood  made  more  probable  when  Ford's  quartet  ap- 
peared and  none  graded  better  than  Choice  EF  with  some 
faint  scratches.  The  best  piece  Ford  had  realized  $18,41X1,  the 
second  brought  slightly  more  ($18,975),  while  his  tertiary 
EF  realized  $13,800  and  a lesser  piece  sold  for  $8,625.  As  we 
noted  in  October  2005,  "choice  ones  am  a'allv  raa'."  This  pkxx' 
qualifies  and  recommends  itself  to  a caa'ful  connoisseur.

When  Breen  wrote  his  1988  Encyclopedia,  he  knew  of  only  the  Roper  coin  (unplated,  called  Fine  at  the  time) 
and  a piece  in  the  1984  Midwinter  ANA  sale.  When  Tom  Rinaldo  w’rote  the  Griffee  catalogue,  he  noted  that  "to 
the  cataloguer's  knowledge,  this  is  the  only  Griffee  variety  that  has  the  QVIESAT  error,  making  it  a prohibitively 
difficult  key  to  the  series."  Griffee  owned  one  piece,  a rough  VG  that  brought  $9,200  on  a $110  open,  and  knew  of 
only  three  others  in  addition  to  the  pair  noted  by  Breen.  This  example  may  not  have  been  among  those,  though 
all  three  were  graded  G/ VG  or  lower.  For  specialists  in  this  series,  few’  pieces  could  be  more  desirable.

Silvering  is  usually  a misnomer,  a catch-all  term  for  various  processes  that  imbued  a base  metal  com  s surfaces 

with  a silvery  look,  often  with  tin.  Several  Rosa  Americana  pattern  coins  are  known  with  silvering,  but  this  is  the 
only  regular 'issue  Wpe  we  have  recorded  that  was  so  treated  at  its  time  of  production.  When  this  was  catalogued 
bv  the  Chapman  brothers  in  1906,  it  was  catalogued  as  "superb,  almost  proof  impression,  struck  in  a composition 
resembling  German  silver.  Deep  heav'\'  beading  around  the  edge  of  obv.  and  rev.  The  finest  specimen  that  has  ever 
passed  through  our  hands."  From  this  description,  Breen  added  it  to  his  listings  and  assigned  it  a unique  number. 
The  $28  it  brought  in  1906  was  surpassed  among  the  marx'elous  H.P.  Smith  colonials  by  only  the  \\illow  Tip- 
shilling  ($30)  and  the  Maryland  sixpence  ($34,  these  were  once  great  rarities).  The  Carolina  Elephant  brought  the 
same  $^28  while  a silver  Immune  Columbia  brought  $27.  A gem  Mint  State  1795  $10  brought  $30.

One  of  the  very  finest  known  specimens  of  this  key  early  American  issue.  Glossy  deep  golden  tan  with  ideal 
smooth  surfaces.  Abundantly  detailed,  more  so  that  Ford's  example  or  nearly  any  other  example  of  this  issue 
in  brass  we  have  seen.  This  piece  has  been  previously  classed  as  second  finest  known  of  all  brass  Continental 
dollars,  and  though  there  may  be  some  debate  with  the  precise  order  depending  upon  taste,  it  is  surely  one  of 
the  very  best  extant  when  one  compares  strike,  wear,  surface  quality,  and  color.  Some  faint  parallel  file  marks, 
inherent  on  the  planchet,  remain  partially  visible  beneath  WE  ARE  ONE  at  central  reverse  despite  the  fact  that 
the  strike  is  full  and  bold  at  that  point.  A single  tiny  dig  in  the  New  Jersey  ring  (below  3:00)  and  a short  diagonal 
nick  under  the  gnomon  are  the  only  marks  that  are  useful  as  identifiers.  The  rims  are  flawless,  and  the  aesthetic 
appeal  is  essentially  perfect  for  the  grade. 

No  date  rings  truer  in  the  American  consciousness  than  1776.  It  was  the  year  of  Common  Sense,  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  the  battle  for  New  York  City.  Though  no  documentation  exists,  it  is  also  apparently  the 
year  the  Continental  Congress  or  one  of  their  surrogate  bodies  attempted  to  introduce  a dollar  coin  as  part  of  the 
"Continental  Currency"  scheme.  Begun  in  May  1775,  the  Continental  Congress  authorized  currency  — at  first,  just 
paper — to  circulate  and  later  be  redeemable  in  Spanish  milled  dollars.  The  edge  of  this  coin,  like  all  Continental 
dollars,  imitated  the  twin  leaf  edge  of  that  Spanish  colonial  coin,  though  the  somewhat  crude  design  resembles 
cuneiform  more  than  leaves.  The  intent  remains  clear.  In  the  first  issue  of  Continental  Currencv,  a $1  note  was 
the  lowest  denomination.  In  the  November  1775  issue,  the  second  emission,  a $1  note  was  again  included  as  the 
lowest  denomination.  Then,  with  the  third  issue,  dated  February  1776,  fractions  appeared  for  the  first  time.  $1  6, 
$1/3,  $1/2,  $2/3,  and  $1  notes  were  all  issued  in  that  first  1776  release.  In  May  1776,  the  lowest  denomination 
was  again  $1. 

In  July  1776,  a change  occurred.  Beginning  with  that  fifth  emission,  no  $1  note  was  i.ssued.  Noxember  I77ti 
(the  sixth  emission)  was  the  same.  It  appears  that  instead  of  issuing  a low-value  bill  at  the  $1  denomination  in  the

and  the  edge  of  the  coin  (like  a Spanish  dollar)  make  the  intent  of  the  minter  clear,  Today,  historians  may  tairly 
consider  the  Continental  Currency  coins  a failed  expc*riment.  They  did  not  circulate  well  and  were  lanifXKined 
by  the  Loyal  propagandists  of  the  day.  Despite  this,  the  brass  Continental  dollar  is  an  artitact  ot  an  American  at- 
tempt to  do  something  new  and  different,  a high  value  non-precious  metal  coin  in  an  era  when  the  C ontmental 
Congress  was  completely  bereft  of  either  gold  or  silver.  It  was  a fine  idea  but  did  not  work  in  practice.  Few  ot  thest* 
brass  spc'cimens  were  saved.  As  such,  this  coin  provides  a direct  link  to  the  most  difficult  era  in  the  financing  ot 
our  independence,  a situation  that  would  not  improve  until  the  1778  loan  of  precious  metal  by  the  French.  It  has 
always  been  a classic  is.sue  among  historically  minded  numismatists,  and  we  are  honored  to  offer  this  specimen 
to  a new  generation  of  advanced  collectors.

Both  sides  are  deeply  toned  in  rich,  even 
pewter  gray  The  scheme  on  the  reverse  is  completely  uniform  and  unbroken,  while  on  the  obverse  there  are 
lighter  and  darker  areas,  particularly  at  the  periphery'  at  the  bottom  and  lower  left.  Obverse  die  broken  above  Gl, 
as  usually  seen  on  this  Newman  1 variety  in  this  state.  The  centers  on  both  sides  are  sharp  enough  to  read  most 
of  the  letters  on  the  sundial  on  the  front,  and  all  of  those  in  the  central  legend  on  the  reverse,  WE  ARE  ONE.  The 
obverse  is  about  perfectly  centered,  with  CONTINENTAL  CURENCY  1776  fully  on  flan  and  nicely  offset  from 
the  rim.  FUGIO  on  this  side  is  clear  and  the  small,  Ben  Franklin  inspired  legend  below  the  sundial,  MIND  YOUR 
BUSINESS  can  be  read  clearly,  even  without  the  aid  of  magnification.  The  two  concentric  lines  at  the  center  on  this 
side  are  clear,  raised,  and  complete  around  (sometimes,  they  are  broken,  but  as  struck).  On  the  reverse  AMERI- 
CAN CONGRESS  and  the  central  legend,  as  noted,  are  full  and  sharp.  Each  individual  state  s name  can  be  read 
within  its  fully  engraved  circular  outline,  and  all  of  the  shading  between  each  link  is  clear,  bold,  and  sharp.  The 
ravs  emanating  from  the  central  device,  which  reached  to  touch  the  innermost  portions  of  the  peripheral  links, 
are  here  sharp  and  clear,  save  where  they  wem  softly  struck  at  the  lower  right.  There  is  a nearly  complete  outer 
beaded  border  visible  on  this  side.  There  are  no  signs  of  the  annoying  fin  pest  that  often  plagues  Continental 
Currency  dollars,  and  which  can  be  so  ruinous  to  their  value.  There  are  just  a few,  very'  minor,  tics  noticeable  on 

the  higher  points,  but  these  are  essentially  trivial.  i , .u 

A lively  and  original  coin,  sharp  and  retaining  some  lustre,  offered  in  an  ideal  grade  that  eliminafi^s  the  premium 
for  a "Mint  State"  coin  but  includes  most  of  the  positive  characteristics  of  that  grade.  This  Upc^  is  confinuallv 
popular,  and  a specimen  like  this  is  one  any  collector  can  be  proud  to  own.

Smooth  and 
very  pleasing,  many  tiny  contact  marks  on  the  soft  surfaces 
but  no  raised  tin  pest  or  corrosion.  All  aspects  of  the  obverse 
design  are  clear,  though  MIND  YOUR  BUSINESS  has  become 


a little  blurry  with  wear.  The  reverse  is  a little  softer  at  the 
right  periphery  than  the  left.  A few  very  faint  scratches  are 
noted  in  the  CONNECT  ring  near  12:00,  but  otherwise  the 
reverse  is  as  problem-free  as  the  obverse.  The  center  is  bold 
and  legible,  even  if  some  of  the  state  names  require  a bit  of 
imagination  to  read. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  inclusions  on  dealer  wants  lists 
is  a 1776  Continental  dollar  in  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  only  pieces  that  generally  meet  that  description 
are  damaged,  tooled,  or  worse  — most  survivors  are  in  AU 
and  Unc  grades,  most  likely  because  the  populace  would  not 
suspend  disbelief  to  convince  themselves  the  silver-colored 
dollar  coin  with  the  edge  of  an  8 reales  but  struck  in  pewter 
was  somehow  worth  something.  Very  few  examples  show 
actual  wear  as  seen  here,  indeed,  it's  almost  silly  for  them 
to  be  priced  in  the  Guide  Book  in  so  many  circulated  grades 
that  even  professionals  active  in  this  specialty  area  never 
see.  This  piece  is  ideal  for  collectors  who  long  to  own  a 1776 
Continental  dollar  that  is  genuine,  attractive,  affordable,  and 
a match  in  a well-assembled  circulated  type  set.

The  reverse  has  been  largely 
exempted  from  both  the  corrosion  and  the  tooling,  with  just  a few  specks  and  scrapes,  including  a repair  at  the 
rim  below  9:00.  The  obverse  shows  some  hairlines  under  a glass,  but  no  details  appear  to  have  been  strengthened. 
While  this  is  not  a flawless  specimen,  it  is  also  not  a $50,000  coin  like  so  many  examples  with  similar  sharpness 
in  today's  market.  No  early  American  collection  can  be  considered  complete  without  this  one  dollar  coin  issued 
as  part  of  the  February  1776  emission  of  Continental  Currency — the  rest  of  the  issue  happened  to  be  paper.  This 
example  offers  a good  balance  of  sharpness,  eye  appeal,  and  affordability.

The  Ryder  31  is  a fascinating  marriage  of  a Machin's  Mills  counterfeit  halfpenny  obverse,  not  used  elsewhem  in 
the  series,  with  an  well-worn  Vermont  reverse  made  legally  under  the  1787  agreement  that  placed  Machin's  Mills 
under  subcontract  to  issue  Vermont  coppers.  The  planchets  are  usually  tiny  and  poorly  made,  making  attractive 
pieces  nearly  impossible  to  find,  but  the  unique  nature  of  the  variety  makes  it  highly  appealing  to  both  \ermont 
specialists  and  other  pre-Federal  coin  enthusiasts.

The  detail  is  superb  and  little 
wear  is  seen,  but  the  surfaces  are  even  more  important  to  this  coin's  place  in  the  Condition  Census.  This  may  be 
the  second  finest  known  of  this  widely  sough  variety,  as  it  was  accorded  that  status  in  our  Perkins  catalogue 
where  the  AU  in  that  sale  was  designated  third  best  after  "a  Choice  Unc.  (i.e.  the  Ford  coin)  and  the  piece  in  New 
Netherlands'  51st  sale."  Plate  matching  confirms  that  this  is  the  NN51  coin,  a consignment  of  coppers  from  the 
Brand  estate,  largely  ex.  Hall.  The  description  therein  noted  that  "this  piece  is  only  a whisper  away  from  Mint 
State.  Light  reddish-brown  patina.  Few  almost  microscopic  nick-like  planchet  defects  as  made."  Those  planchets 
defects  manifest  to  the  naked  eye  only  as  a horizontal  darker  streak  across  central  obverse,  though  a glass  shows 
some  specks  at  the  rear  curls  and  in  a low  spot  between  CT  of  AUCTOBI  and  the  lips  of  the  obverse  device. 

Though  we  liked  the  Ford  coin  a great  deal  - at  $13,800  we  were  not  alone  - that  coin  showed  a few  significant 
planchet  flaws.  To  be  fair,  it  was  an  unquestioned  Unc.  with  some  hints  of  mint  color,  but  this  one  may  be  right 
on  its  heels.  As  one  of  the  very  finest  of  a highly  distinctive  and  elusive  variety,  this  piece  deserves  feverish  bid- 
ding. Further,  considering  that  the  new  owner  of  the  Ford  coin  is  unlikely  to  ever  certify  it,  this  piece  is  primed 
to  be  certified  at  an  unbeatable  grade  for  Set  Registry'  competitors.  The  current  best  AUCTOBI  certified  by  PCGS 
is  just  EF-45.

Any  No  Coulter  New  Jersey  is  a prize  worth  chasing, 
though  this  variety  is  more  of  a challenge  than  the  basic  No 
Coulter  type  coin,  Maris  12-G.  The  fact  that  this  one  is  well 
worn  will  keep  it  more  affordable  than  Ford's  $19,550  EF  and 
allow  one  more  collector  to  approach  their  goal.

26.9  mm.  A fascinating  specimen,  neatly  countermarked  by 
C.C.  Ashby  ot  Philadelphia  in  a prepared  punch  at  the  top  of 
the  mverse  shield.  Ashby  is  not  well-documented,  though  his 
mark  is  listed  by  both  Brunk  and  Rulau;  the  mark  appears  to 
belong  to  a blacksmith,  toolmaker,  or  other  worker  in  ferrous 
metals.  He  is  known  to  have  countermarked  coins  of  the  late 
18th  century  (i.e.  this,  a 1797  cent,  a 1773  two  reales)  and  a 
small  number  of  pieces  dated  from  1847  to  1853,  thereby 
suggesting  his  active  period.  Perhaps  he  u.sed  unusual  old 
coins  in  a hope  that  they  would  be  noticed  more  than  normal 
contemporary  coinage?  This  specimen  is  well  worn,  slightly 
granular,  weaker  on  the  obverse  than  the  reverse  but  read- 
ily identifiable.  As  a class,  merchant  countermarks  on  New 
Jersey  coppers  are  quite  rare.

The  coin  remains  a very  attractive  and  even  shade  of 
light  brown  today,  with  some  deeper  olive  and  faint  hints  of 
harmless  buildup  around  devices.  Smooth  and  glossy  with 
just  a few  trivial  natural  striations  on  the  obverse,  including 
under  ARE  of  CAESAREA  and  around  the  plow.  A single  old 
curved  scratch  blends  in  across  the  horse's  chest.  Both  side's 
aligned  a tiny  bit  to  the  right  but  losing  only  a few  denticles 
in  the  process;  a nice  bold  date  remains.

A significantly 
above  average  specimen  of  this  elusive  and  popular  major  va- 
riety. Glossy  medium  brown  with  essentially  smooth  surfaces 
and  some  faint  steel  highlights.  Scattered  contact  marks  from 
circulation  are  noted,  most  insignificant.  We  note  a dig  atop 
the  plow  and  another  at  the  rear  base  of  the  horsehead,  a small 
dig  atop  mane,  and  a tiny  rim  nick  at  9:00  on  the  reverse.  Two 
small  planchet  gaps  are  noted  outside  the  legends  at  the  left 
reverse.  Extremely  sharp  for  this  variety,  with  the  distinctive 
Serpent  Head  horsehead  extensively  detailed.  A crack  connects 
the  share  to  the  front  beam  of  the  plow,  while  another  connects 
A of  NOVA  to  C of  CAESAREA  in  the  poorly  spaced  obverse 
legend.

The  color 
and  surfaces  are  far  better  than  usually  encountered  for  this 
scarce  major  variety,  mostly  smooth  and  mottled  medium 
and  darker  brown.  The  detail  is  excellent,  just  a trifle  weak 
at  the  center  of  the  shield  and  back  of  the  mane.  There  is  a 
painted  die  variety  on  the  obverse,  60-p  in  white  ink  in  the 
right  obverse  field,  and  an  old  India  inked  95  at  the  shield 
center,  now  very  difficult  to  see.  Clearly  someone  valued  this 
piece  highly  enough  to  collect  it  a century  ago.  The  bad  news 
is  that  it  was  once  mounted  at  12:00,  where  a little  chunk  is 
now  missing  above  12:00.  This  piece  may  have  been  holed 
and  plugged  before  the  chunk  was  removed.  While  no  major 
details  are  affected  aside  from  the  denticles,  it  is  an  admitted 
distraction.

Pleasing 
medium  brown  with  mostly  smooth  surfaces  on  the  obverse 
and  faint  granularity  on  the  reverse.  The  bottom  half  of  the 
obverse  is  extremely  sharp,  the  top  less  so,  perhaps  suggest- 
ing non-parallel  die  faces.  The  top  of  the  obverse  is  thus  a 
bit  rougher  under  a glass,  but  the  base  looks  like  a choice  EF 
coin.  Some  little  marks  and  faint  scratches  are  noted  atop  the 
obverse,  tiny  rim  nick  over  AES  among  a few  smaller  ones, 
denticles  frame  obverse  except  for  the  arc  from  11:(X)  to  1:00.

This  remarkable  group  includes  three  defaced  Coinage 
Dies,  obverse  and  reverse  for  the  Washington  Quarter  with  much  detail  still  present  and  bearing  serial 
numbers  81I71P,  81931R  A smaller  Cent  die  of  different  bolt-like  configuration  was  used  in  a Quad  Press 
which  utilized  four  such  dies  at  once,  serial  number  S859.  With  these  is  an  82mm  steel  Collar  for  applying 
edge  reeding,  inscribed  US  25(t  with  acetylene  torch  cancellation  on  the  inner  circle.  Clad  Strip  specimens 
include  a 73  x 40  x 4mm  parallelogram;  an  18mm,  76mm  thick  square  of  similar  clad  composition,  and  a 
151  X 50  X L06mm  Strip  rolled  to  coinage  thickness.  One  example  of  heavy-duty  Bronze  Punched  Strip  is 
149  X 159  X 3mm  and  was  evidently  used  for  medal  blanks.  A Copper-nickel  Clad  146  x 54mm  strip  was 
used  punched  to  produce  Quarter  Blanks  and  is  accompanied  by  four  Blanks,  two  as  they  dropped  from 
the  planchet  cutter  and  two  with  upset  rims.

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Abraham  Lincoln  Medals  and  Memorabilia 


Few  areas  of  American  Medallic  Collecting  can  vie  with  Lincolniana  for  inherent  drama  and  sheer  volume.  Abraham 
Lincoln  is  today  a popular  medallic  subject,  although  the  only  definitive  catalogue  of  Lincoln  Medals  is  that  of  Robert  P. 
King  published  in  The  Numismatist  in  1924. 

This  sale  offers  many  outstanding  Lincoln  items,  including  Rovelstad's  carefully  crafted  replica  of  the  Lincoln  life  mask 
of  1860.  Other  Lincoln  classics  appear  in  a variety  of  metals  and  non  metallic  materials. 


Works  of  Trygve  Rovelstad 


Trygve  Rovelstad  was  born  in  Elgin,  IL  in  1903.  He  studied  at  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  and  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington. He  married  Gloria  G.  Michel  in  1950. 

Numismatists  know  his  work  from  the  1936  Elgin  Centennial  Half  Dollar,  represented  here  by  a 1935  Reverse  Plaster 
Model  (see  above  under  United  States  Coin-Related  Material). 

During  World  War  II  Rovelstad  created  designs  for  the  combat  infantry  badge,  the  Legion  of  Merit,  the  Bronze  Star  and 
the  insignia  of  the  Women's  Army  Corps  (WACS). 

Rovelstad  planned  to  erect  the  Pioneer  Memorial  Shown  on  the  Elgin  Centennial  Half  Dollar  and  Founded  by  the  sale 
of  the  Commemorative.  No  monument  was  placed  until  the  1990's.

John  R.  Sinnock  was  born  in  New  Mexico  in  1888.  He  studied 
and  later  taught  at  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Art  and  joined  the 
U.S.  Mint  Staff  as  Assistant  Engraver,  1917-1919.  He  served  as  Chief 
Engraver  1925-1967.  He  creafed  many  great  medal  designs  for  fhe 
U.S.  Assay  Commission,  Presidents,  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury  and 
national  heroes.  He  designed  the  reverse  of  the  1918  Illinois  Centen- 
nial Half  Dollar,  the  1926  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar  and  $2.50,  as 
well  as  the  1946  Roosevelt  Dime  and  the  1948  Franklin  Half  Dollar. 
His  private  medallic  commissions  were  many  and  he  interacted  with 
other  leading  sculptors  of  the  day  such  as  James  Earle  Fraser  and  R.

The  Maine  sank  after  a mysterious  explosion  ripped  open  her  hull.  Wil- 
liam Randolph  Hearst  through  his  chain  of  influential  newspapers  loudly 
blamed  the  Spanish  authorities,  then  engaged  in  attempting  to  suppress 
the  Cuban  independence  struggle.  The  sinking  triggered  the  American 
declaration  of  war  on  Spain  and  following  the  brief  Spanish- American 
War  Cuba  received  her  long  fought-for  independence.  The  hulk  of  the 
Maine  was  raised  in  1912  and  a naval  inquest  was  convened,  whose  find- 
ings were  not  made  public.  The  ship's  mast  was  salvaged  and  placed  in 
the  Maine  Memorial  on  Havana’s  Malencon,  destroyed  by  Castro  in  the 
l9<S()'s.  Sufficient  copper  was  also  saved  for  memorial  relics  such  as  this 
handsome  plaque.  The  wreck  was  then  towed  out  over  a deep  marine 
trench  and  sunk  beyond  recall.

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Historic  Pattern  1889  Saint  Caudens  Medal 

Previously  Undescribed 


6834  1889  Centennial  of  the  Inauguration  of  Washington  medal  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaud- 
ens.  Pre-production  pattern  in  bronze.  As  Douglas-53.  Choice  About  Uncirculated. 
299.0  grams.  109.5  mm.  3.5  - 4.5  mm  thick  at  the  rims.  8.6  mm  thick  at  the  highest  relief. 
A remarkably  important  specimen  of  this  medal  from  the  studio  of  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens,  a trial  piece  produced  before  the  final  accepted  design  that,  to  our  knowledge, 
is  without  duplicate  anywhere.  Its  designs  provide  a unique  insight  into  the  prcKess  of 
the  design  and  production  of  August  Saint  Gaudens'  first  medallic  commission. 

The  designs  differ  in  several  key  respects  from  the  final  version  of  Saint  Gaudens' 
masterpiece.  The  bust  of  Washington  is  different  enough  to  nearly  be  a different  bust 
entirely.  The  nose  and  chin  are  more  prominent,  and  the  forehead  is  higher.  The  relief 
is  significantly  more  pronounced  on  the  face,  especially  when  seen  with  the  medal  on 
edge  and  Washington  looking  directly  at  the  viewer.  The  eve  is  better  defined.  The 
effect  is  more  sculptural  overall  and  highly  pleasing.  The  button  holes  have  not  yet 
been  added  to  the  coat.  Beneath  the  bust,  the  inscription  found  on  the  final  version 
"PHIILIPMARTINY  MODELER  DESIGN  AND  / COPYRIGHT  BY  AUGUSTUS  SAINT 
GAUDENS"  is  not  yet  present,  with  just  horizontal  graver  lines  from  the  mold  visible 
in  that  area.  The  bands  on  the  fasces  are  not  split  in  the  fashion  of  the  final  version  (and 
the  Mercury  dime,  a product  of  Saint  Gaudens'  student  A. A.  Weinman).  The  font  on 
the  obverse  is  significantly  different,  later  adapted  so  that  all  letters  were  the  same  size 
(unlike  A in  WASHINGTON  on  this  piece,  which  is  smaller  than  the  letters  on  either 
side).  The  letters  are  more  square  and  bold  here,  appearing  unfinished  and  showing 
some  indelicate  lines  from  the  graver.  The  raised  rim  around  the  obverse  was  lowered 
in  the  later  version,  and  the  gap  between  the  rim  and  the  field  w'as  removed,  reducing 
the  frame-like  effect.  On  the  reverse,  the  lettering  here  is  alst)  more  squared  and  bold. 
Additionally,  the  reverse  on  this  piece  shows  a denticulated  border  instead  of  a plain 
rim,  and  the  background  of  the  seal  of  the  CiW  of  New  York  is  more  textured. 

The  surfaces  of  this  medal  are  a pleasing  medium  chocolate  brown,  more  coppery 
bronze  in  appearance  than  the  brassier  look  of  the  mass-produced  final  version.  No 
marks  or  flaws  are  seen,  and  the  visual  appeal  is  superb.  Just  the  slightest  hint  of  rub 
is  seen  on  the  highest  points  (including  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  on  the  reverse).  The  bust 
of  Washington  is  a bit  bright  and  showing  some  vertical  scratches  in  the  coat  folds, 
apparently  the  result  of  chasing  after  removal  from  the  mold  and  possibly  the  work  of 
either  Saint  Gaudens'  hand  or  that  of  his  assistant,  Phillip  Martiny. 

Some  documentation  exists  that  describes  the  process  of  reworking  the  original  molds 
in  an  effort  to  arrive  at  an  acceptable  final  product.  In  the  official  History  of  the  Centennial 
Celebration  of  the  Inauguration  of  George  Washington  by  Clarence  Winthrop  Bowen,  some 
description  of  the  process  of  making  this  medal  is  included.  The  committee  decided 
only  at  the  very  end  of  the  year,  1888,  that  a medal  to  commemorate  the  event  would 
be  a good  idea!  The  celebration  began  on  April  17th,  leaving  little  time  to  produce  ap- 
propriate models  and  make  the  medals  for  distribution.  According  to  Bowen's  histor\' 
"the  design  was  changed  in  detail  a number  of  times,  and  the  first  medals  w'ere  cast 
only  a few  days  before  the  formal  opening  of  the  Exhibition."  Plasters  of  the  design,  as 
it  was  on  March  1,  was  sent  to  Tiffany  and  Co.  to  make  the  committee  badges  (Douglas- 
54)  which  show  a layout  far  more  different  from  the  final  product  than  the  item  offered 
here  Thus  We  can  more  or  less  triangulate  that  this  specimen  was  produced  sometime 
in  the  six-week  span  between  that  date  and  the  mid-April  date  when  the  final  version 

was  sent  into  production.  , , j-  ^ 

While  the  bronze  final  version  is  fairlv  available  in  the  marketplace,  this  distinchve 
niece  has  never  been  offered  publicly  to  our  knowledge.  Apparently,  it  is  rarer  than  the 
Uld  spivimon  which  set  a new  world  record  when  it  sold  for  $391,000  in  our  Noinveb 
sale  which  was  one  of  two  known.  This  piece  was  purchasc-d  by  our  consignor  along 
with  an  extremelv  rare  silver  version  of  the  final  medal  (also  offer^  herein)  that  suffies^ 
the  two  Pieces  Kdonged  to  somiHinc  involved  in  the  actual  production  of  the  medal  It 
unknown  to  Douglas  and  Fuld.  As  an  espeaally  historic  connection  to  the  greatest

The 
visual  appeal  is  superb,  no  problems  seen,  only  the  lightest  hint  of  friction  on  the  highest  points  of  the  design. 

We  know  of  only  three  confirmed  specimens  in  silver:  this  example,  the  ANS  piece  (345.5  grams),  and  a piece 
we  have  studied  from  a private  collection  (348.9  grams).  The  specimen  in  the  private  collection  bears  a slightly  dif- 
ferent edge  mark,  lacking  the  trio  of  symbols.  There  is  not  a specimen  in  silver  in  the  New  York  Historical  Society, 
a fact  we  have  confirmed  with  their  curator.  The  unmarked  example  (7.5  mm  thick,  392.5  grams)  from  our  2002 
Americana  sale  was  an  interesting  specimen,  but  it  was  of  anomalous  construction  and  does  not  meet  the  require- 
ments for  a Douglas-53A  attribution.  No  example  of  Douglas-53A  has  ever  been  sold  at  public  auction.. 

This  medal  was  designed  and  conceived  by  Saint-Gaudens,  though  his  assistant  Philip  Martiny  created  the  models 
from  which  the  medals  were  cast.  A similar  situation  took  place  in  1907,  when  assistant  Henry  Hering  finished  the  models 
for  the  famed  MCMVII  High  Relief  $20.  The  medals  were  cast  in  bronze  for  sale  to  the  public,  and  many  of  those  medals 
exist  today.  They  are  considerably  thinner  than  this  specimen  and  significantly  lighter.  The  medals  of  this  size  were  all  cast 
by  Gorham,  the  same  firm  used  by  Saint-Gaudens  to  cast  his  Robert  Gould  Shaw  Memorial  and  other  works.  A smaller 
imitative  medal,  design  to  worn  by  committee  members  at  the  inauguration  celebrations,  was  produced  by  Tiffany. 

Author  and  art  critic  Richard  Watson  Gilder,  the  editor  of  Scribner's  Monthly  and  The  Century  was  a leading 
light  of  the  New  York  artistic  and  intellectual  scene  of  the  period.  A friend  of  Saint-Gaudens'  for  a decade  already. 
Gilder  called  the  new  Washington  Inaugural  medal  "the  first  medal  of  real  artistic  value  made  in  this  country."  He 
wrote  at  the  time  "I  hope  that  in  an  indirect  was  it  wil  have  an  ultimate  effect  upon  our  coinage,"  a prophetic 
look  nearly  two  decades  into  the  future. 

Saint-Gaudens'  Washington  medal  was  his  first  artistic  effort  included  in  the  collection  of  the  Metropolitan  Mu- 
seum of  Art.  It  also  reinvigorated  Saint-Gaudens'  interest  in  medallic  art,  setting  the  stage  for  more  famous  work  to 
come.  In  1890,  the  U.S.  Mint  asked  him  to  sit  on  a committee  to  help  choose  new  artists  for  coinage,  though  the  plan 
never  came  to  fruition.  In  1892,  Saint-Gaudens'  design  for  the  official  medal  of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition 
was  famously  overruled  because  of  the  presence  of  a nude  figure  on  the  reverse,  though  his  evocative  obverse  was 
retained.  His  masterful  work  on  the  1905  inaugural  medal  of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  a longtime  fan  of  his  art,  both 
inspired  Roosevelt's  dreams  of  a full  realm  of  classically-inspired  American  coins  created  by  Saint-Gaudens  and 
created  a highly  desirable  numismatic  collectible.  The  two  year  saga  that  followed,  resulting  in  the  creation  of  Saint- 
Gaudens'  $10  and  $20  coins  before  his  death  in  1907,  has  been  told  so  many  times  as  to  be  common  knowledge.  What 
is  less  well  known,  however,  is  that  that  pinnacle  of  his  career  in  many  ways  started  with  this  medal. 

It  was  former  Secretary  of  State  Hamilton  Eish  who  was  most  responsible  for  sealing  Saint  Gaudens'  role  as  medallist 
for  this  commemorative  issue.  Fish  served  as  President  of  the  committee  for  the  centennial  celebration  at  the  same  time 
that  Saint  Gaudens  was  working  on  a pair  of  monuments  to  grace  his  family  plot  at  a cemetery  in  Garrison,  Ne\v  York. 
Saint  Gaudens  was  commissioned  on  May  2, 1887  by  Fish  to  complete  two  bronze  figures  that  would  be  "in  a general  wa\’ 
representative"  of  Fish's  wife  and  daughter.  The  original  contract  for  this  work  survives,  and  it  is  intemsting  to  note  that 
Saint  Gaudens  was  finally  paid  the  second  of  two  payments  for  $4,000  on  May  7, 1889  - when  both  wem  in  attendano.' 
at  the  final  Inaugural  Centennial  event  in  New  York  City.  Fi.sh's  gold  specimen  of  this  medal  cninently  resides  in  the  New 
York  Historical  Scxiety;  the  only  other  gold  specimen  known  was  sold  in  our  Norweb  event  for  a avoal  $391,lXXl. 

This  piece  is  one  of  just  a tiny  handful  known  in  this  composition,  perhaps  as  few  as  two  in  private  hands. 
With  the  gold  specimen  now  en.sconced  in  a long-term  collection,  this  is  now  the  most  noble  composition  of  tliis 
famous  medal  that  can  be  acquired,  and  as  such  represents  an  historic  opportunity  for  students  of  Augustus  Saint 
C.audens  or  advanced  collectors  of  Washingtoniana.

At  the  time,  the  decree  granting  rights  to  freed  Danish  slaves  and  mulattos  equal  to  that  of  all  Danish  citizens  was 
extremely  controversial  and  near  unprecedented.  Abolitionists  wanted  to  see  slavery  ended  completely  in  the  Danish  West 
Indies,  but  sadly  the  islands' economy  was  driven  by  slavery.  Faced  with  tremendous  pressure  because  of  this,  Denmark's 
liberal-minded  king  Frederik  VI  ruled  for  equal  rights  as  a momentary  anodyne.  It  was  as  far  as  he  could  go,  a symbolic 
gesture  in  the  big  picture  perhaps,  but  nonetheless  a greatly  courageous  act  on  his  part.

This  Medal  was  struck  in  Gold,  Silver  and  Bronze.  Only  two  pieces  were  produced  in  Gold.  One  was  pre- 
sented to  the  King,  the  other  to  his  friend,  the  Governor-General  of  the  Danish  We.sl  Indies  Peter  Carl  Frederik 
von  Scholten.

Usual  convex 
production,  all  four  corners  truncated. CHARLESTON  is 
complete  though  a little  rough  at  center,  first  three  digits 
of  1851  bold,  last  digit  visible  but  not  as  clear  as  oth- 
ers. PORTER  is  sharper  at  the  end  of  the  word  than  the 
begininng.

Porter  is  the  second  most  numerous  occupation,  ranked 
only  behind  house  servant  for  the  entire  (1800-1865)  span 
of  Charleston's  slave  hire  badge  program.  Greene  and 
Hutchins  point  out  that  1600  were  issued  in  1851.  We  note 
the  existance  of  #892  (illustrated  by  Greene  and  Hutchins) 
and  #1412  other  than  this  one,  though  other  1851  Porters 
may  survive.  None  were  in  the  several  institutional  collec- 
tions cited  by  Singleton  in  her  1984  publication  in  South 
Carolina  Antiquities.  While  the  population  of  slave  badges 
has  increased  in  recent  years,  they  remain  rare  and  historic 
artifacts  of  urban  slavery  and  the  skilled  men  and  women 
who  wore  these.  The  person  who  wore  this  in  1851  would 
hav'e  been  trained  to  work  at  the  city's  busy  waterfront  as 
a stevedore.

Presented  to  a Veteran  of  Morgan's  Raids 


6851  Engraved  1835  Capped  Bust  Half  Dollar.  Host  coin  is 
Very  Good,  engraving  Very  Fine.  This  coin  presents  an 
elaborately  engraved  reverse  inscription:  THE  LAST  COIN/ 
Paid  to  Major  Gwyn,  BY  THE/  Confederate  Govt./  Savan- 
nah River/  May  7th/ 1865.  Ihe  legend  records  TO  MAJOR 
Wm.  j.  DAVIS  from  H.G.  GWYN,  MAJOR,  A.l.G.  DUKE'S 
BRIGADE  C.S.A.  This  fascinating  Civil  War  item  is  set 
in  ornamental  gold  bezel  ornamented  with  curlicues  and 
loop.  AIG  is  an  abbreviation  for  "Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General." 

Confederate  President  Jefferson  Davis  and  other  high 
officials  headed  south  into  Georgia  after  General  Rob- 
ert E.  Lee's  surrender  at  Appomattox.  It  is  known  that 
they  had  with  them  all  of  the  coins  that  remained  in  the 
depleted  Confederate  Treasury.  The  military  escort  was 
paid  for  the  last  time  using  these  coins,  which  seemed 
otherwise  destined  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  pursuing 
Union  forces.  Several  "Jeff  Davis  Flight  Medals"  of  this 
general  type  are  known  to  numismatists  and  Civil  W'ar 
buffs,  many  engraved  on  Mexican  8 reales.  By  necessity, 
they  were  engraved  after  the  surrender  of  President 
Davis  on  May  10  in  Georgia.  Given  the  chaos  prevailing 
during  and  after  the  end  of  Confederate  resistance  and 
the  subsequent  rigors  of  Reconstruction,  many  pieces 
from  this  distribution  were  engraved  when  time  finally 
became  available,  as  late  as  the  1870's  or  18S0's  in  some 
instances. 

This  particular  piece  was  presented  by  Hugh  Gwyn,  a Kentucky-born 
soldier  who  was  personally  recommended  for  his  appointment  In  let 
ferson  Davis  in  a December  8,  1863  message  to  the  Confederate  Senate 
He  ser\ed  in  the  23rd  Tennessee  at  6rst,  but  at  the  war's  end  w as  dHailed 
to  the  staff  of  fello  Kentucky  nahve  Brigadier  (^meral  Basil  Duke,  whose 
men  joined  those  of  Genera!  )oe  Johnston  to  serve  as  lefferson  Davi*. 
escorts  into  Georgia. 

Before  joining  Duke's  staff,  Gwyn  served  with  the  famous  Bngadie* 
General  John  Hunt  Morgan,  whose  men  inhItrated  Lni  ...  iemti.r,  i-  -I 
of  the  Ohio  River  info  Indiana  and  Ohio  The  recipient  of  this  hislnrif 
artifact  was  a prime  participant  in  Morgan's  Raids  Major  tVilliam  J 
Davis,  who  was  arrested  and  jailed  on  July  11, behind  enems  lines 
near  New  Albany,  Indiana.

6852  1863  Davis  Guards  Medal.  Extremely  Fine.  295.6  grains,  37.8  mm,  1.7  mm  thick.  Hand  engraved  upon  a custom 
planchet,  original  hanger  added  at  time  of  production  and  still  remaining  intact.  The  June  1994  Ford  specimen 
lacked  the  original  hanger,  but  this  exact  distinctive  style  of  arc  hanger  is  depicted  in  a contemporary  life  image 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Davis  Guards,  Irish-born  Lieutenant  Richard  W.  Dowling.  The  specimen  in  our 
Ford  VII  sale  retained  the  hanger,  though  it  was  flattened  into  a slightly  different  configuration. 

The  most  important  medal  of  Texas  interest  and  a prime  numismatic  artifact  from  the  Confederacy,  awarded 
by  the  citizens  of  1 louston  in  1864  after  Union  troops  and  naval  forces  were  turned  away  from  entry  to  the  Sabine 
River,  thus  disallowing  their  intrusion  into  the  heartland  of  southeast  Texas.  Specimens  in  silver  weix'  pix'senled 
to  each  man  in  the  unit,  .some  45  individuals,  though  just  seven  examples  are  currently  known  to  exist,  only 
three  of  which  are  in  private  hands.

I lu*  pri  st'nt  sjx't'inuMi  was  discuN  erod  by  a metal  detectDrist 
near  the  tiuvn  ol  Bryan,  Texas  at  the  head  nt  a former  railway 
spur  that  had  stvn  iKCupation  by  both  Union  and  Confederates 
during  the  Civil  War.  Its  discovery  was  announced  in  March 
it  first  appeared  at  auction  in  our  sale  of  September 
1W5.  At  first  liH)k,  the  finder,  a Texan  named  Bert  Green,  did 
not  know  the  medal's  significance,  and  we  can  understand 
why.  The  production  is  rather  crude,  showing  hand-engraved 
designs  on  a plain  piece  of  silver.  The  obverse  shows  a large, 
capital  DC  above  a Maltese  Cross.  Though  hand-engraved,  the 
shape  and  style  matches  other  specimens  exactly  enough  to 
suggest  that  the  design  was  first  traced  on  the  blank  planchet 
from  a template  and  then  engraved.  The  reverse  also  closely 
matches  others  known,  with  the  large  cursive  inscription 
"Sabine  Pass  / Sept.  8th  / 1863."  The  blank  space  above  that 
inscription  shows  some  very  fine  curved  scratches,  vestiges 
of  what  we  believe  to  be  the  recipient's  name;  the  Jack  White 
specimen  in  Ford  Vll  was  named  in  this  location,  while  the 
Thomas  Hagerty  specimen  in  our  June  1994  sale  was  named 
above  DC  on  the  obverse.  The  naming  of  the  medals  was 
done  after  their  presentation,  thus  not  in  the  same  hand  as  the 
main  medal,  which  was  accomplished  by  an  engraver  named 
Charles  Gottchalk.  Both  sides  are  framed  with  an  engraved 
decoration  consisting  of  short  diagonal  spokes  from  an  inner 
circle,  made  into  stripes  by  crosshatching.  To  the  unacquainted, 
the  medal  does  not  look  like  much  --  for  this  reason  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  a wealth  of  contemporary  evidence,  descrip- 
tions, and  even  images  of  the  medal,  not  to  mention  the  well- 
documented  ground  provenance  of  this  specimen. 

This  example,  because  of  its  time  in  the  ground,  shows  light 
granularity  and  corrosion  on  its  mottled  silver  gray  surfaces. 
No  notable  raised  scale  is  present  aside  from  a tiny  patch  left 
of  the  cross.  That  side  is  a bit  darker  than  the  other  but  not  of- 
fensively so.  No  heavy  marks  are  seen,  just  a diagonal  scrape 
above  SAB  of  SABINE. 

Once  described  as  engraved  on  a planed  Mexican  8 reales,  a 
sensible  .suggestion,  though  .some  facts  suggest  cast  production 
of  the  planchet  instead.  Among  these  is  the  fact  that  the  thick- 
ness is  a full  millimeter  off  that  of  a struck  Mexican  8 reales 
(2.7  mm)  yet  is  precisely  the  same  as  another  specimen  studied 
(the  Ford-Stack's  6-94:248  specimen,  also  1.7  mm  thick  and  an 
essentially-identical  37.7  mm  in  diameter).  Two  planchets  both 
trimmed  dowm  from  2.7  mm  thick  and  38.2  mm  in  diameter 
would  almost  certainly  not  be  so  precisely  matched.  The  thin, 
plain,  consistent  edge  and  custom  hanger  of  precisely  the 
same  thickness  also  suggests  casting  as  the  means  of  planchet 
production.  Mexican  silver  coins  were  the  likely  origin  for  this 
planchet's  metallic  content. 

An  extensive  historv'  of  the  battle  is  given  below;  though 
the  history  could  be  much  longer.  A new  288-page  book  en- 
titled Sabine  Pass:  The  Confederacy's  Thermopylae  by  Edw’ard 
T.  Gotham  Jr.  describes  the  battle  and  its  effects  in  detail.  It 
the  only  medal  issued  during  the  Civil  War  to  officially  com- 
memorafc  a Confederate  action  in  battle.  The  fighters  at  Sabine 
Pass  w’ere  all  Texans,  all  of  Irish  descent,  and  their  commander 
was  Irish  born;  it  is  little  w onder  the  regiment  was  called  The 
Fighting  Irish."  Their  chaplain,  a Franciscan  friar  named  Felix 
Zoppa  de  Connobio,  was  the  main  force  behind  the  medal  and 
raised  the  funds  necccssarx'  to  produce  them.  A specimen  was 
pn*sented  to  Jefferson  Davis  (the  unit’s  namesake  and  honor- 
ary' commander),  prized  by  him  until  his  capture  in  Virginia 
in  1863,  and  was  the  object  of  his  efforts  to  gain  the  medal  s 
return  in  1 880.  A ix'placement  medal  was  presented  to  Davis  at

"The  State  of  Texas  honored  thesr*  men  bv  striking  oil 
medal,  on  the  one  side  of  which  was  the  date  and  "labine  Pass, 
on  the  other  the  letters  D.G.,  and  D.Cj.  - 1 think  you  wt»n  t 
take  it  as  egotism  on  my  part  --  sIikhI  for  "Davis  Ciuards  " The 
company  had  done  me  the  honor  to  take  mv  name,  and  I w as 
the  only  honorary  member  of  it;  so  1 have  a right  to  lx*  proud 
of  it."  (From  Edward  Cotham,  Jr.'s  Sabine  Pass:  The  confederate 
Thermopylae,  pp.  171-2.) 

This  medal  is  important  for  enthusiasts  of  Texas  history. 
Confederate  history,  naval  history,  Irish-American  history, 
and  American  military'  medals.  With  only  thixx*  spc*cimens 
in  private  hands,  the  chances  to  purchase*  a spe‘cimen  of  this 
medal  are  clearly  few  and  far  between.  Stack's  is  fortunate  to 
have  been  selected  to  pmsent  each  of  these  thav  medals  in  their 
first  ever  auction  appearance.  The  last  example  we  offered,  in 
the  January'  2005  Ford  Vll  sale,  brought  $40,250.  While  this  one 
lacks  a legible  name,  it  a*tains  excellent  visual  appt.*al  and  a 
dramatic  provenance.  We  expect  lovers  of  history  from  many 
specialties  to  compete  to  ow'n  this  truly  important  artifact. 

The  medal's  histow  and  the  story  of  the  battle  it  n-memKTs  were  de- 
scritHHi  in  detail  in  the  pages  ol  Coin  World  i>n  Maa  h 31,  l‘M4.  Ihe  cataloguer 
is  happy  to  acknowledge  the  paper's  permissitm  to  adapt  the  story  tor  this 
desiTiption.

Acts  of  bravery  and  heroism 
under  fia‘  w'ea*  honoa-d  on  the  Union  side  by  the-  Conga-ssitinal  Medal  ol  I fonor, 
authori/4.‘d  for  non-commissioned  Navy  rank-s  in  1861 , ferr  all  Army  ranks  in  1 863. 
The  Union  medal  was  cheapenc-d  at  first  by  mass  awards,  like  those  to  the  enlia- 
27th  .Maine  Volunteers  in  July,  1 863.  The  27th  aga-ed  to  exti*nd  their  mlistments 
and  stay  on  to  defend  Washington,  D.C.  in  case  tx-tU  sburg  tumc-d  out  to  bi'  a 
Confederate  victory.  In  a’tum,  a grateful  C'onga*ss  gave  each  and  e\'er\'  man  a 
Congres.sional  Mc>dal  of  Honor.  In  1916  an  act  of  Conga*ss  withda'w  these  mass 
awards  and  911  CMH  medals  were  officially  a*scindc‘d. 

On  the  Confederate  side  a "generic"  bravery  medal  was  authori7x*d  by 
the  rebel  congress  on  November  22,  1862.  Awardees  were  to  rc-ceive  their 
medals  and  have  their  names  inscribed  on  a "Roll  of  Honor."  Nothing  ever 
came  of  the  measure,  however,  and  there  is  no  officially  aufhori7x*d  national 
Confederate  medal  for  bravery  or  heroism  like  the  Union's  Congri*ssional 
Medal  of  Honor.  That  is  not  to  say  there  aren't  some  privately  issued  medals 
known  that  are  called  Confederate  battle  or  bravery'  medals  There  is  the  fa- 
mous Newmarket  Cross  of  Honor,  for  example,  issui*d  by  the  V'irginia  Military 
Institute  Alumni  Association  in  honor  of  the  V.M.I  Battalion  of  Cadets  who 
fell  in  the  hopeless  fight  at  Newmarket,  Virginia  on  May  15,  1864,  )ust  days 
after  the  trench  battles  of  Spotsylvania.  Newmarket  represents  tfa-  highpoinl 
of  selfless  devotion  to  the  rebel  cause  and  deserxes  its  medal,  but  it  was  not 
issued  at  the  time.  The  one  medal  issued  for  a Confederate  battle  honor  that 
has  the  best  claim  to  being  "semi-official"  is  the  medal  made  for  the  Jefferson 
Davis  Guards  for  their  heroic  conduct  during  the  short  and  sharp  defense  of 
the  Sabine  River  Pass  on  September  8, 1863. 

The  Davis  Guards  was  a 47  strong  detacFiment  of  Company  1 . 1 irsi  Texas 
HeaxT  Artillery,  Army  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  LK-utenarrt  RuTvard 
Dowling  tJxn  commanding.  They  were  all  Houstoner'*-  in  their  earix  2f' s or 
younger.  Their  unit  had  been  nicknamed  both  "The  Houston  Rough  and  Readx 
Company"  and  "The  Figjxhng  Irish."  Their  defense  of  the  Sabirx  Rix  er  Pass  sax  ed 
Houstoru  and  all  of  Texas,  from  a Union  invasion  Jefterson  Dax  is  himselt  urotr 
of  tlxe  battle  "There  is  no  parallel  in  anoent  or  modern  warfare  to  thi  wton  .>( 
Dowling  and  his  men  at  Sabine  Pass,  considering  the  great  odds  against  m hv-b 
thex  Jxad  to  contend  ."  The  Daxis  Guards  medal  was  commissioned  K thr  gratotu 
citi7ens  of  Houston,  Texas,  to  honor  the  first  annc.-rsarx  ol  thr  detm-  oi  thr

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vary'  in  style  and  execution.  CSA  Major  General  John  B.  Magruder  prepared 
special  unit  citations  tor  the  Guards  and  may  actually  have  presented  them 
with  their  medals.  The  Congress  of  the  CSA  enacted  a special  resolution  of 
thanks  and  some  $3,000  was  rai.sed  for  the  guardsmen  at  a special  banquet 
given  in  their  honor  in  Houston.  The  Davis  Guards  medal  is  of  the  highest 
importance  to  the  military  history  of  the  Confederacy.  For  example,  it  can  be 
noted  that  a specimen  was  actually  presented  to  President  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America  Jefferson  Davis.  Davis  received  his  medal  by  virtue  of  being 
honorary  commander  of  his  namesake,  the  Davis  Guards. 

In  a letter  to  Ed.  Frossard  printed  in  Numisma  dated  July  12, 1880,  Jefferson 
Davis  told  the  following  story.  It  underscores  how  significant  Davis  felt  both 
the  Sabine  battle  and  its  award  medal  were:  "The  very  remarkable  defense  of 
the  Sabine  Pass,  in  1863,  was  commemorated  by  a medal  struck  in  silver,  one  of 
which  was  presented  to  each  member  of  the  Company  that  made  the  defense, 
and  another  one  to  me,  I having  been  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Com- 
pany at  the  time  of  its  organization.  After  my  capture  in  1865,  and  while  I was  in 
Fortress  Monroe,  my  wife  held  as  a prisoner  on  board  the  transport  ship  Clyde, 
some  officers  were  sent  to  examine  her  luggage.  Among  other  articles  pillaged 
from  her  trunks,  was  the  medal  to  which  I have  referred."  Davis  continued  that 
he  understood  that  his  medal  had  later  been  sold  and  he  authorized  Frossard  to 
try  to  recover  it.  Its  whereabouts  are  still  unknown  today. 

In  terms  of  its  military  outcome,  its  effect  upon  the  war,  the  Battle  of 
the  Sabine  River  Pass  was  a small  affair  by  Civil  War  standards.  In  terms 
of  public  opinion,  however,  the  Confederate  victory  was  a great  southern 
morale  builder.  On  July  4, 1863  the  southern  stronghold  of  Vicksburg  had 
surrendered,  giving  the  North  control  of  the  Mississippi  and  splitting  the 
Confederacy  in  two.  At  that  very  same  time,  in  the  eastern  theater,  Lee's 
attempt  to  bring  the  war  home  to  northern  soil  ended  in  defeat  in  the 
Gettysburg  campaign.  Overseas,  Confederate  diplomats  were  unable  to 
convince  Queen  Victoria's  government  or  France's  Napoleon  III  that  such 
defeats  would  be  overcome  in  the  future.  As  a result.  Confederate  rams 
being  built  in  French  and  English  shipyards  were  confiscated.  If  the  South 
needed  anything  in  late  summer,  1863,  it  was  a boost  in  morale  both  home 
and  abroad.  The  victorious  Sabine  River  fight  gave  them  that. 

The  Sabine  River  forms  the  boundary  of  Texas  and  Louisiana  for  much  of  its 
length.  The  river  flows  into  the  Sabine  Lake,  with  Sabine  City  situated  nearby 
The  city  was  a terminus  for  the  railroad  leading  to  Houston,  the  state  capital. 
Midway  through  1863  Secretary  of  War  Stanton  became  alarmed  that  the  French 
armies  supporting  Maximilian  in  Mexico  would  march  into  Texas  to  reclaim  the 
western  portion  of  the  state  as  Mexican  sovereign  territory.  Stanton  determined 
to  mount  an  expedition  into  Texas  and  take  its  capital,  to  establish  Union  claims 
on  the  state  in  case  Mexican  troops  should  invade  into  the  west.  Union  Major 
General  William  B.  Franklin  was  given  command  of  the  expedition  into  Texas, 
which  sailed  from  New  Orleans  on  September  5, 1863  with  5,000  troops  aboard 
about  20  steamers.  Franklin's  battle  plan  depended  upon  the  capture  of  the  pass 
leading  from  Sabine  Lake  into  the  Sabine  River.  With  the  pass  in  his  hands  his 
men  could  command  the  dty  and  its  railroad  and  the  railroad  led  directly  into 
Houston,  the  campaign's  ultimate  target.  All  hinged  on  control  of  the  pass. 

The  Sabine  River  Pass  was  defended  by  a small  earthwork  mounting 
eight  guas,  three  of  which  were  modem  rifled  Whitworths  made  in  England. 
Manning  the  guns  were  about  41  members  of  the  Davis  Guards,  all  Irishmen 
from  Houston.  Since  the  draught  over  the  Sabine  River  was  quite  shallow 
Franklin  was  forced  to  lay  off  the  bar  and  send  over  his  lightest  vessels  to  force 
the  pa.ss.  He  appointed  acting  Lieutenant  Frederick  Crocker  to  command  the 
lead  force,  giving  him  four  steamers  converted  to  ironclads  and  about  150 
sharpshcxiters  divided  among  them.  Crocker  was  ordered  to  cross  the  bar, 
silence  the  fort's  guns  with  his  own  fire,  and  land  his  detachment.  Another 
Union  force,  under  volunteer  Brigadier  General  Godfrey  Weitzel,  was  to 
follow  CriKker's  lead  and  storm  and  carry  the  fort's  defen.ses. 

On  the  morning  of  September  8 Crocker  and  General  Franklin  made  a 
long  reconnais.sance  of  the  fort  which  gave  them  a clear  picture  of  its  defeases. 
It  also  gave  the  defenders  a clear  picture  of  the  enemy's  intentions.  At  3 P.M. 
that  aftemcx>n  Crocker  began  his  attack.  The  long  delay  was  fatal.  Crocker 
led  his  ves.sels  across  the  bar,  firing  his  guns  as  he  came.  The  defenders  held 
their  return  fire  until  the  Union  ves.sels  were  directly  abreast  of  their  guns, 
and  then  they  opened  fire  with  a .salvo  that  bracketed  the  Union  ships.  Their 
third  shot  disabled  the  Union  gunboat  Sachem  with  a shell  through  her  boiler. 
Lieutenant  CriKker's  Clifton  was  next  and  she  was  .sixm  hit  and  di.sabled. 
Both  Union  ships  sfmck  their  colors  and  surrendered.  Rebel  steamers  tixik 
them  in  tow  and  their  crews  into  captivity.  The  U.S.S.  Arizona  grounded 
under  fire  but  was  kedged  off  later  on.  She  remained  in  the  channel  still 
under  fire,  covering  the  withdrawal  of  the  Union  landing  force. 


The  whole  fight  was  over  in  45  minutes.  The  Davis  Guards  fire'd  off  137 
rounds  without  stopping  to  swab  their  guns,  a measure  of  the  intensity  of 
the  battle  (an  unswabbed  gun  barrel  could  ignite  the  next  powder  charge 
loaded  and  kill  a gun's  crew  in  a blowback).  The  Guard  lost  not  a man  killed 
or  wounded.  Union  losses  were  19  killed,  9 wounded,  315  captured.  CSA 
Lieutenant  Dowling  and  most  of  his  garrison  escorted  the  Union  prisoners 
off  the  battlefield.  The  handful  of  gunners  left  to  man  the  fort's  defenses  were 
ordered  to  march  around  inside  making  as  much  noise  as  they  could,  to  fool  ! 
the  Union  pickets  into  thinking  the  garrison  was  stronger  than  it  really  was.  i 
Union  General  Franklin  withdrew  his  landing  force  under  covering  fire  from 
U.S.S.  Arizona's  guns  and  the  federal  invasion  of  Texas  was  repulsed. 

Southern  newspapers  carried  dispatches  and  copperplate  engravings  of 
the  battle  for  the  next  several  weeks.  Northern  newspapers  were  harsh  in 
their  criticism  of  the  federal  campaign  and  later  pointed  out  that  more  than 
one-tJiird  of  all  Union  shipping  losses  in  1863  had  occurred  in  the  short  action 
at  Sabine,  Texas!  News  of  the  Sabine  Pass  defeat,  followed  quickly  by  reports 
from  bloody  Chickamauga,  sent  New  York  gold  prices  up  5%  and  Confeder- 
ate bonds  actually  rose  two  to  three  percent  on  the  London  market!

Blair,  a one-time  .Attornex'  tieneral  ot  the 
New  Mexico  territorv,  served  as  a general  on  the  Western  taxit  during  the 
Civil  War.  1 lis  ba'ther  was  1 incoln's  I’l'stmaster  tieneral. 
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Harrison-Morton  Shell  Badge,  1888.  Lead-backed  Coppc*r 
in  circular  goldplate  be/el,  39.2mm.  DeWitt  unlisted,  acing 
I larrison,  Vice  Presidential  candidate  Levi  P.  Morton  facing 
r.  This  well-made  object  probably  began  its  cartvr  as  a piK'ket 
mirror.  Extremely  Fine.

6910  1911  Edward  Knox  Elder  Osage  Chief  Bacon  Rind  medal  original  dies.  Polished  steel.  As  made.  Obverse  die: 
38.0  mm  diameter  die  face,  66.8  mm  diameter  shank,  49.7  mm  tall.  Reverse  die  with  collar:  38.1  mm  diameter  die 
face  and  shank,  collar  56.9  mm  diameter.  The  unique  dies  for  this  important  and  historic  20th  century  medal,  is- 
sued by  Oklahoma  Indian  trader  Edward  Knox  Elder.  Elder,  known  locally  to  the  natives  he  served  by  the  name 
"Little  Coon,"  had  a small  number  of  medals  from  these  dies  struck  in  1911,  said  to  have  included  five  in  silver, 
25  in  brass,  15  in  copper,  and  400  in  aluminum.  The  latter  composition  is,  of  course,  most  common  today.  A silver 
specimen,  pierced  for  suspension  but  unworn,  realized  $6,325.  The  dies  both  remain  bright  and  unbroken,  appar- 
ently fully  usable.  The  faces  are  finely  polished  and  show  only  minor  flaws,  mostly  cosmetic  and  none  that  would 
preclude  either  display  or  use.  A few  light  vertical  scratches  are  noted  in  the  left  face  of  the  obverse.  The  collar 
remains  attached  to  the  reverse  die's  shank  by  a chuck  key,  as  made,  but  removable  and  presumably  attached  so 
that  the  correct  collar  would  remain  with  the  die  pair. 

The  medal  depicts  Osage  Chief  Wah-She-Ha,  meaning  "Bacon  Rind,"  on  the  obverse.  Bacon  Rind  was  apparently 
a popular  fellow,  as  he  was  photographed  often  between  1900  and  1920;  in  the  latter  year,  he  was  photographed 
among  an  Osage  delegation  on  the  steps  of  the  U.S  Capitol.  We  have  seen  him  wearing  both  a silver  large  size 
James  Buchanan  medal  and  a post-1903  George  Washington  U.S.  Mint  Indian  Peace  medal;  the  reverse  device 
on  this  medal  copies  the  latter,  which  shared  the  Peace  and  Friendship  reverse  type  of  most  of  the  original  Wth 
century  Peace  medals. 

The  seat  of  the  Osage  nation  remains  at  Pawhuska  in  northeastern  Oklahoma  where  this  medal  was  appaa'ntly 
distributed.  During  this  era,  the  Osage's  became  well-accustomed  to  visitors,  particularly  due  to  the  oil  and  mineral 
wealth  of  their  lands.  Perhaps  these  early  tourists  who  were  fascinated  by  the  natives  were  the  natural  consumers 
of  a medal  like  thi.s,  though  some  appear  o have  been  worn  by  the  Osages  themselves.  The  dies  tor  the  medal  aav 
clearly,  unique.  They  would  make  a fa.scinating  addition  to  any  Indian  Peace  medal  collection.  (Total:  2 die.s)

Recipient  Norman  Cvril  Manyon  was  a Captain  in  the  U.S.  Lighthouse  Service,  w’hich  operated  1910-1939 
under  the  Department  of  Commerce  as  successor  to  the  U.S.  Light-House  Board.  The  Service  oversaw  a dramatic 
increase  in  aids  to  navigation  in  all  parts  of  the  U.S.  and  its  possessions  and  began  the  automation  of  many 
lighthouse  operations  as  early  as  1916.  In  1939  the  Service  became  part  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard.  He  was 
Captain  of  the  lighthouse  tender  USLHT  Columbine  in  November  1925  and  showed  great  seamanship,  courage 
and  daring  in  rescuing  the  crew  of  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Patrol  Boat  CG-245  after  that  75-foot  wooden-hulled  vessel 
ran  into  difficulties  in  stormy  seas  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  of  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico. 

Ship's  cook  O.A.  Williams  was  swept  overboard  and  the  patrol  boat  dropped  anchor  to  attempt  his  rescue.  The 
vessel's  propeller  became  fouled  and  a radio  crv'  for  help  was  answered  by  Captain  Manyon  and  the  Co/wmbmc . 
His  attempts  to  secure  CG-245  and  tow  her  to  safeW  failed  but  the  perilous  maneuver  of  coming  alongsid^n 
stormy  seas  to  rescue  her  crew  was  successful.  Columbine  succeeded  in  pulling  away  with  the  rescued  sailors.  The 
abandoned  patrol  boat's  anchor  tore  loose  during  the  night,  allowing  CG-245  to  be  swept  out  to  sea  and  sunk

B>  Root  was  remarkably  popular  in  Latin  America  and 
is  also  portrayed  on  a later  Brazilian  medal  along  with 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  This  glittering  Gold  medal 
is  housed  in  a remarkably  complex  fitted  leather  case,  the 
inner  lid  faced  with  the  Brazilian  colors  in  yellow  and 
green  velvet,  case. 

Root  served  as  U.S.  Secretary  of  State,  1905-1909  and  later  was  U,  S. 
Senator  of  New  York.  He  labored  with  considerable  success  to  improve  U.S. 
relations  with  and  respect  for  the  Latin  American  Republics.

The  obverse  shows  the 
faintest  rub  from  long  residence  in  its  deluxe  glass-cov- 
ered 93.2  X 93.2  X 27.9mm  fitted  case.  Here  is  a medal 
truly  fit  for  a King,  or  at  least  an  American  Secretary  of 
State!

In  1889,  the  grave  of  Mary  Ball  Washington,  George's  mother,  and  12 
acres  around  it,  was  to  be  sold  at  public  auction.  Virginia  and  the  nation 
were  outraged.  Organizations  sprang  up  to  honor  the  intrepid  Fredericks- 
burg lady  who  raised  five  children  by  herself  using  rudimentary  common 
sense  while  managing  a 600-acre  farm  (George's  father  Augustine  died 
in  1743  when  Mary  was  35).  One  of  the  main  groups  was  the  NMWMA, 
organized  in  1890  to  effect  the  construction  of  a monument  to  Mary.  Plans 
were  underway  to  "build  the  first  monument  ever  erected  by  women  for 
a woman."  Seeing  a Cause  Celebre,  the  DAR  took  the  NMWMA  under 
its  wing. 

On  May  10,  1894,  President  Grover  Cleveland  was  on  hand  for  the 
dedication  of  the  monument,  a stately  obelisk  of  Vermont  granite.
